The beautiful November day brought 
out many members of the Woman’s 
Association of Central Church Newton- 
ville on Wednesday. Handwork was 
carried on as usual in the morning, 
and a bountiful luncheon was served 
at noon, .Mrs. F. C. Ingraham, chair- 
man. I 

Following the luncheon there was an ' 
address by Rev. J. Edagr Park of the j 
Second Church, West Newton, on “The | 
Value of the .New P.sychology to the 1 
Individual and the Home." 

Dr. Park began his address by the' 
remark that because a thing may lie 
easily ridiculed is no criterion as to 
its truth. 

Briefly he told of the history of the' 
movement known as the New P.^ycho- 
logy dealt with con.sciousness, or rea- i 
sonal)le acts, li has, of late, come lo| 
deal witli the sult-const ious or those ; 
acts not sultject to reason. Two rea- 
sons have leatl to ihis-the study of 
the history of the mind, and the study 
of insanity. 

He spoke of the discovery of FremU 
that consciousness was only a small 
part of our mental life. .According to 
his teaching, it is the iiLstim ts which 
govern life. 

Freudo’s most valuaitle service lies. 

' however, in the emphasis that h * 
places upon the importance of the 
first five years of childhood. 

Because of this fact, Mr. Park said 
that it is all important that mothers ho 
with their children in these formative 
years, tliat tliey answer th.-ir questions 
in such a way that the child will not 
get false impression.-, and will not he 
left with unsatisfied feelings of curio-; 
sity, : 

The speaker then went on to show ' 
that it is siirpressed ideas and feelings , 
which lead to those "complexes ’ whieh ' 
cause so much troultle. a “complex" 
Iteing a group of ideas and feelings 
which appear at a given time in con- 
sciousness. The right way is to train 
the instincts rather than to repress 
them. 

.As an illustration of this, he told 
of tlie wise mother wlio allowed her 
child to get near enough to the fire to 
feel its warmth and to withdraw his 
hand of liis own volition, rather than! 
because of her command. 

Of Come, one of the leaders of the 
movement he said that he was trying 
to solve the problem of how to deal, 
with the non-reasonahle side of human: 
nature, those things which appear tot 


be beyond the power either of the 
reason or of the will to control. 

C’oue’s answer Is that we must get 
into line with .Mother .Nature and must 
seek to help her by three ways— First,] 
Ity the power of suggestion through 
the immagination. secondly, by fixing! 
the attention upon the suggestion, and' 
thirdly, by the use of rhythmic repeti- 
tion. 

To the objection that this stultified 
the intellect. Dr. Park said that this! 
could not result if one really believed ^ 
in the efficacy of what he was doing.! 

He concluded with the very beaiiti-i 
fill illiLstraiion. that the Mind was likej 
a shop the outer door of which was ! 
.pen to the public. Behind this door! 
there was. however, another door 
which led into a dark room from 
which came thoughts and suggestions' 
and into which they seemed to dis- i 
appear, but that out of this room a: 
door opened Into the Great Unknown! 
whf^re all was beauty and light.

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EDITORIAL 


Tho votorH of this city will ho called 
upon next Tuesday to approve or dis- 
approve five matters which have been 
enacted hy the I.e^islature and ap- 
proved hy the Oovernor after public 
Roarings and a thorough considera- 
tion of all phases of each. If you 
are indifferent, therefore, you may 
wote “A’es" with the assurance that 
by so doing you are sustaining the 
position taken hy the elected servants 
of the people. If you are inclined to 
vote against any of these questions, 
we suggest that you give careful con- 
sideration to the size of the vote hy 
• which each matter was passed to he 
onacted. as well as to the merits of 
the questions themselves. « 

The first matter is purely routine 
and there should be no question as to 
a favorable vote. It is Intended to 
save the time of the Legl.slature now 
taken up hy perfunctory and unnec- 
essary roll calls. 

The second question is on an act to 
allow unincorporated associations, 
like clubs, political groups, trade un- 
ions, employers’ associations, etc., to 
sue and be sued, as if they were 
legally incorporated. The act is based 
on the principle that an individual is 
responsible for his acts, and if a 
group of individuals desire to act as a 
\init, they must assume collective re- 
sponsibility. Vote “Yes” on this 
measure. ' • ; 

The third questfon is the so-called 
censorship of moving pictures about 
which so much unfair and untruthful 
propaganda has been circulated. A 
newspaper is prohibited by law from 
publishing obscene matter and this 
act merely extends that principle to 
the moving picture business. The op- 
ponents of the measure carefully re- 
frain from stating that Massachu- 
setts has had a "one man" censor- 
ship of moving pictures for several 
years on all films shown in the state 
on Sunday. No one has been annoyed 
or inconvenienced by this "censor- 
ship" and in fact, hardly anyone in 
the state has been aware of it, and 
It has done its work quietly and effi- 
ciently . The proposed act merely ex- 
tends this present supervision over 
the Sunday pictures to those shown 
on Monday and other days of the 
week. "Freedom of the press" and 
similar argument against the act are 
demagogic appeals to a supposedly 
unthinking electorate. 

The fourth referendum is what is 
called the "State Volstead Act" and 
Is intended to harmonize the laws of 
Massachusetts with the present Fed- 
eral laws to enforce the 18th Amend- 
ment to the United States Constitu- 
tion. It should l)e looked upon mere- 
ly as an effective way of enforcing 
law and order in this State by author- 
izing the local and State police to act 
on any violation of the liquor law. A 
vote against this measure will not 
lead to a movliilcation of the present 
law. will not help out the program 
for light wines and beers, and should 
not be confused with these measures. 
Vote “Yes" on this measure also. 

Tlie last referendum explains itself 
and should have a large majority in 
this city. There can be no question 
but what a district attorney should be 
a member of the bar, and we have 
merely to look at the Pelletier situa- 
tion in Boston to see what a negative 
vote might mean. Vote "Yes."

There 
is a gently Increased blood circulation 
and deeper breathing. 

In the United States, there is a con- 
stantly increasing tendency among 
people of middle life toward harden- 
ing of the arteries. This may be 
largely due to the habit of eating 
foods containing too high a percent- 
age of protein and a lack of sufficient 
daily physical exercise for regularly 
displacing the waste products of the 
diet and for evenly distributing the 
acquired energy throughout the body. 

Another chronic tendency is toward 
obesity and overweight affecting men 
and women alike hnd having its found- 
ation in an overindulgence in a wrong- 
fully selected diet and inadequate 
bodily exercise. 

Badminton will adjust faulty condi- 
tions of the body, increase tlie amount 
of physical activity that one can 
ordiniarlv endure, established whole- 


some friendship among participants, 
and promote one’s unefulness to a 
greater number of years and need not 
consume more than a half hour of 
one’s time dally. 

The game is little known in America, 
hut is played on a large scale through- 
out tlic British Isles, where it is esti- 
mated that more than fifty thousand 
people play during the season and 
where the Badminton x\.‘?sociatlon has 
more than three hundred-fifty affiliated 
clul)s, and in addition there are about 
seven-hundred unaffiliated clubs. 

In England, majiy leading tennis 
players take up Badminton during the 
winter months for the improvement 
of their tennis. Sir George A. Thomas, 
.Miss K. McKane. Miss Hogarth and 
.Mr. W. Forbes Page are all tennis and 
Badminton players of note. 

During the month of March each 
year the ALL-England Badminton 
Championships for men and women 
are held at the Royal Horticultural 
Hall, Westminster. These courts have 
been duplicated at the Newton Bad- 
minton Club at Newton Centre, 
.Massachusetts. 

It is hoped that an American Bad- 
minton Association may be organized 
in the near future so that national 
and international Badminton tourna- 
ments may become as popular as our 
Davis Cup .Matches are at the present 
time.

Mr. Earle E. Conway of Waban, who 
with his wife and family spent several 
months in Europe this summer writes 
as follows: 

One of the first questions that peo- 
ple ask me about European conditions 
Is whether another war is expected. 
The French are, of course, extremely 
hitter against the Germans and the 
Germans are just as liltter against the 
French. England of course is practi 
cally always at war, policing, as she 
does, 600,000,000 people, and they are 
now widening all their roads to the 
coast because they had trouble during 
the last war in getting their lorries 
through to the seaboard. The impres- 
sion is more or less prevalent that the 
Kriipps are going to start ammunition 
works in Russia, and while in my 
judgment another war seems impossi- 
ble for years to come, there are many 
in Europe who do not hold my opin- 
ion, but believe there will be another 
war within 15 years. 

The reconstruction work is about 
four-fifths completed in Ypres, Bel- 
gium, although they have no ivater- 
works as yet and only three streets 
with street lights on them. The peas- 
ants of Northern France have done 
wonderfully well in reclaiming the 
devastated area, and they estimate 
that there will not l)e over 10,000 acres 
which they cannot reclaim. Verdun, 
Laons, Rheims, and other cities which 
were under fire during most of the 
war have not been reconstructed to 
any large extent. 

I found that in the countries the ef- 
fect of depreciated currency was not 
very marked, because several towns 
issue so-called “Chamber of Com- 
merce” money, which Is of course 
backed by the credit of the merchants. 
The Krupps Issue their own money. 
A great deal of the export business 
of Germany and Prance is done in for- 
eign currencies. The exporting of 
money from both Germany and France 
Is prohil)ited, so the merchants and 
manufacturers ship their merchandise 
out of those countries and ask the 
buyer to deposit in London or else- 
where, where they think their money 
is safe from depreciation, which illus- 
trates one means by which cheap 
money drives out good. 

Every Engli.shman that I talked 
with said they would pay their debt to 
this country if we insisted on it, but 
they feel that the money was not used 
by themselves to any large extent, but 
loaned to their allies, which loans they 
will l)e iHialile to collect, ami they 
feel that In tho spirit of fair play we 
should cancel their debt to us as they 
cancel to their allies. 

The taxes are certainly extremely 
Imrdensomo in England, much heavier 
than anything we face in this country. 
Tlie registration of an autoinobllo 
costs a pound per horse-power a year, 
or roughly ono hundred dollars on a 
Ford car. Tlie interest on the debt 
owed to this country is 5 per cent of 
an Englishman’s income. 

I was very much struck with the 
English people as a governing race. 
They unquestionably have mucli more 
personal liberty than wo have. For 
instance. I asked an Englishman about 
their autumohilo laws, and ho said 
that they used to have ten and twenty 
mile speed limits, hut they have gut 
rid of all that, the only law now cov- 
ering automobile traffic being *roek- 
loss driving.' Ho stated ttiat they did 
not like giving a polieeinan discretion 
of that kind, but It was tho only thing 
that they could see to do. 

Compare that with our own auto- 
inohlle laws, which say that a man is 
guilty until lie proves himself inuo 
cent if he drives an automoi)i1e at a 
higher rate of speed than six miles 
ail hour at corners and twelve miles 
an hour between corners iu the City 
of Boston. Take tho new Brohlhltion 
Enforcement Act in this state which 
authorizes the search of vehicles with 
i)ut warrant. A person may l)o de- 
prived of his home for one year by 
injunction issued without trial l)y a 
jury. On application of two persons, 
wlu) may even be paid government in- 
foi'inors. a warrant may ho Issued for 
the search of any home in Massuchu 


setts. While as far as I know', liquor 
never did any good and has done a 
great deal of harm, that is no reason 
for tyranous destruction of funda- 
mental individual rights. 

The English have very few laws. 
Their judges base their decisions on 
common sense, and they are instructed 
on being placed on the bench that if 
common sense violates an Act of Bar- 
liament. to violate it, and there were 
three decisions in England while I 
was there that were contrary to an 
Act of Parliament, I think their fun- 
damental principle Is right, — that a 
law is fixed, and that conditions of 
human affairs are changeable. Driv- 
ing an automobile ten miles an hour 
on a holiday might be as fast as it is 
safe to drive, while the following day 
twenty-five miles an hour might be 
safe. , 

1 also inquired if smoking ;vera per- 
mitted in a compartment occupied 
entirely by my own family, so it was 
not a question of politeness, and tlie 
rcplv was tliul rmoking was a ngli't 
net a privilopt. 

English railroads are novel to us, 
because their goods cars are very 
small, with capacity of six, eight, ten 
and tw'enty tons, lint tliey seem to l)e 
very well adapted to English require- 
ments. That is, they can run them in- 
to their factories without double lian- 
dling. They have no long distances 
such as we have and therefore tliore 
is no need of a large car. 

London has very few’ trolleys in the 
centre of tho city, as their traffic is 
all handled by automobile busses, 
which seems to he a very satisfactory 
solution of largo metropolitan traffic. 
They have, of course, an "under- 
ground” sucli as our suiiway. Tlieir 
automobile liusses make trips as far 
as fifty miles from London at very 
reasonable fares. 

Tho people of different countries are 
always interesting. The first couple 
we saw walking along the road in 
Scotland, we noticed the man was 
carrying the woman’s purse, and she 
was carrying his umbrella. The l)ar- 
her in Edinl)oro tried to sell ino ev- 
erything in tho shop, i)iit 1 assured 
him that as he was l)ald-headod he 
could not expect to sell me any hair 
tonic. At a hotel I was obliged to 
pay for a night more than we stayed. 
l)ecause they could sell the hotel room 
for one night more than my sojourn. 
There is not tlie sliglitest question 
al)out the canniness of the Scotch in 
my mind. 

In tho smoke-rooins of England, the 
conversation invarial)ly turned to 
sports and world affairs. The French 
people are not very efficient as manu- 
facturers. ami are in marked con- 
trast to both the Germans and Eng- 
lish in this respect. We saw a line of 
Frenchmen passing brleks from hand 
to hand unloading a wagon, on the or- 
der of our old tire-bucket brigade, and 
if you buy ten litres of gasoline, in all 
probability it will he carried to you 
l)y five men. We saw tliem moving a 
couple of railroad cars at (’alals, and 
I estimated tliere were aliout sixty 
men pushing on the two cars. Of 
course in this country tliose two cars 
would he inove<l by a ct)uple of men 
with pinch bars. 

Our chauffeur inquired the roml 
from time to time, and it was nothing 
extraordinary to have ten to twenty 
people ail talking at onee trying to 
give us our direetlou. If It got too 
confusing, we were obliged to move 
oil and try amitlier eitizen for infor- 
mation. 

It was quite remarkable to me. in 
going from Belgliun to Franee, to liml 
sucli entirely different eharaeteristics 
in the people in as short a illstanee as 
two or three miles. The Belgians are 
a hanl-worklng race, not much given 
to politics or talk. Tlu* Fremh peas- 
ants are very liard working and fru- 
gal. l)ut the wliole nation is given to 
talk ami polities.

LOWKK INSIHAX F HATES 

Tho Newton Chamber of Commerce 
1 h being given the fulleat co-oporntlon 
of the New Knglaml Insurance Ex- 
change in its efforts to bring about a 
etluction of Are inaurance rates In 
Newton. It is the conviction of not 
only the Insurance committee of the 
Chamber hut of many local Inaurance 
men and others familiar with New- 
ton’s low fire loss, the efhclency of Its 
fire department, and other local con- 
ditions having to do with Are protec- 
tion, and prevention, that Newton Is 
nearly ready for advancement to the 
small group of Massachusetts cities, 
Including SprlngAeld, Holyoke, Wor- 
ester, and Brookline, that now enjoy 
tho lowest rates prevailing In Massa- 
chusetts cities. 

Upon tho request of the insurance 
committee of the Chamber, comprising 
Clinton H. Scovell. chairman; Herbert 
M. Cole. Herbert W. Colby, Sam T. 
Emery, and Arthur W. Hollis, Mayor 
Edwin O. Childs recently made for- 
mal application to the New England 
Insurance Exchange for a re-lnspec- 
tion in Newton, for the purpose of de- 
termining just what rate reductions 
Newton was entitled to at the present 
time, and just what the municipal au- 
thorities, the Chamber of Commerce, 
or Newton citizens generally must do 
to promote Newton to the higher clas- 
slAcation which would automatically 
bring about a suhstantiul reduction in 
rates upon all insurable property in 
the city. The promised re-inspection 
is to take place about November 1, 
when the eAlciency of the Are depart- 
ment, water system, and all other 
things having to do with Are protec- 
tion, will be carefully tested by In- 
spectors from the Exchange. 

While it is hoped that this will give 

i immediate small reduction in 
rates on dwelling house property, the 
chief objective of tho Chamber com- 
mittee is to ascertain just how near 
Newton may be to achieving the high- 
er classification and to determine 
ways to overcome those existing de- 
Aciencies, if any, which now prevent 
Newton from enjoying that advantage. 

The last previous inspection made 
in Newton credited Newton with 1G4 
of the necessary 170 points which 
would entitle it to the higher classiA- 
cation occupied exclusively in this 
state by the above named cities. It is 
generally believed by those most con- 
ersant with conditions that Newton 
can be promoted to the higher class 
through reasonable co-operation on 
the part of all those interested and 
that the report of the coming inspec- 
tion will indicate just those few 
things that must he done to achieve 
that objective. 

OAicials of the New England In- 
surance Exchange are keenly inter- 
ested in the plan and are as desirous 
as Newton itself to have the city at- 
tain a higher rank as a Are risk among 
the cities of the state. The Chamber 
insurance committee is also interest- 
ing itself in matters of Are preven- 
tion and other activities which may 
tend to promote protective measures 
and reduce the city’s Are loss to the 
lowest possible minimum. The eco- 
nomic phases of the question, regard- 
ing the loss to the city of taxable 
property and the loss to property 
owners, are being considered as well 
as the opportunities to save dollars 
and cents for the citizens through a 
possible reduction in rates. 


THE MJRSERY SCHOOL 


An advance step in education is the 
Nursery School to be established at 
the West Newton Neighborhood 
House, 89 Elm street. A school to 
care for a child no longer a baby and 
yet too young for kindergarten — "tho 
neglected age." This seems an inval- 
uable time in their lives in establish- 
ing tho necessary habits of cleanli- 
ness, punctuality, obedience and help- 
fulness. 

The school hours are from 9-12 and 
tho program for tho morning begins 
with a health demonstration, with n 
district nurse in charge, to guard 
against infection and to tench a little 
personal hygiene. Then occupational 
work of a simple nature when at ten 
o’clock milk and crackers are served. 
After this there is the supervised 
play of games and rythmic exercises 
in the circle, then free play out of 
doors. In those hours each little 
child is carefully guided and watched 
and yet allowed every opportunity 
for individual happiness and growth. 

Rather than playing on a dangerous 
street or hindering an already tired 
mother in her housework, the child is 
well cared for and when he returns 
at noon, the mother’s work is well 
out of tlie way and she is ready and 
happy to care for him. 

In the United States this move- 
ment began in Boston but there is 
now a Nursery School in New York 
and one in Detroit. Psychologists, ed- 
ucators and public health workers are 
welcoming such places as full of pos- 
sibilities for better child-life and bet- 
ter citizenship. ,Dr. Charles W. Eliot 
has endorsed this most heartily and 
expressed his gratiAcation that such 

heginiiing has been made. 

It is interesting and satisfying to 
know that the West Newton Neigh- 
borhood House is a pioneer in this 
work.

Rev. Frederick B. Allen of Boston, 
president of the New England Watch 
and Ward Society, has written to 
General I'liarles H. Cole, chairman of 
tlie Citizens’ Committee Against 
Censorsliip, declining the latter’s re- 
(|uest tliat lie serve on that committee. 

Mr. Allen’s letter follows: 

Dear General Cole — Your request is 
received tliat 1 serve as a member of 
‘the Citizens’ Committee Against 
Censorship.’’ 

I understand that you designate by 
censorship the liill to protect the 
public from Alms which are "obscene 
indecent, immoral, inhuman or tend- 
ing to deiiase and corrupt morals or 
incite crime.’’ 

The movers of this bill never used 
the word censorship, but if you call 
such a law censorship 1 must say that 
I am witli all my heart in favor of 
such censorship. It is in line with 
State legislation generally approved. 

I believe in censorship of smallpox 
and diptheria, of rotten food and 
adulterated eatables, of habit-forming 
drugs and counterfeiting. 

You and your committee, I assume, 
are in favor of all such legislation, 
do not wish to believe that you dis 
approve of everything which will in 
jure the body or pocketbook, but of 
nothing which injures the character 
or morals. 

I believe in a State Board of Health, 
On precisely tlie same grounds I want 
the State to light not only what 
imperils physical health, but that 
wliich corrupts the innocence of child 
hood, tlie honor of woman and the 
decency of social life. 

For this reason I must decline to he 
a member of your Uitlzens’ Gommlttee 
Against (’oiisorsliip.

A BIT OF HISTORY 


THE SC II UK TEST 


Long years ago, a bog extended 
across what was afterwards called 
'Walnut street, near Watertown street, 
up to a point about where the new 
Junior High School Building stands. 

One very dry summer, a fire start- 
ed in what was then the Page proper- 
ty, set the bog on that side afire, and 
it slowly burned under the road bed, 
causing the road to sink. 

Probably about this time, a twelve- 
* inch drain-pipe was laid from this low 
point to the middle of the field, at the 
rear of 346 Crafts street. From thence, 
an open drain conveyed the surface 
water to Cheese-Cake Brook. 

Occasionally, during a dojvn-pour 
of rain, the water would overflow the 
sidewalk at the lowest point in Wal- 
nut street and flood the bog on both 
sides. The numerous catch-basins put 
in by the Street Department have 
corrected this, while I understand the 
tile drain was enlarged from twelve 
inches to fifteen inches. But as the 
open drain has liecome filled up, the 
water, without a proper channel, is 
discharged over the golf field, and 
-never reaches Cheese Cake Brook, 
which in the meantime has been low- 
ered twelve feet. 

I understand that it is proposed 
now to put in a tile drain thirty inches 
in diameter. For forty years, or more, 
the old drain sufficed, and I claim that 
an open drain connection with Cheese 
Cake Brook should be established be- 
fore money is expended at the other 
end. 

1 invite the taxpayers to examine 
the outlet of the covered drain, back 
of 346 Crafts street, and to judge for 
themselves if a cleared open drain 
from this outlet will not answer every 
purpose and save the city great ex- 
pense. Perhaps there is some engi- 
neer interested in Newton’s taxes, 
whose judgment would be valuable. 


NARROW ESCAPE 

Four persons had a narrow escape 
from serious injury in an automobile 
collision which took place on Sunday 
afternoon at the dangerous corner of 
Austin street and Lowell avenue, 
Newtonville. 

One automobile was owned and op- 
erated by Roland Hill of the Cam- 
bridge Y. M. C. A., and Robert and 
Carl Timble, sons of William H. Tim- 
ble, a school teacher of 295 High- 
kand avenue, Newtonville, were the 
passengers. The Hill car was on 
Austin street, crossing Lowell av- 
enue, when Mr. Hill caught sight of 
an automobile owned and operated by 
Abraham Ariniss, Pine street, Au- 
burndale, which was crossing Austin 
street on Lowell avenue. 

To avoid a collision Hill swerved 
his car to one side and the car tipped 
over. The Ariniss car crashed into 
the larger machine and both cars 
>vere smashed. It was necessary to 
lift one car to allow the passengers 
of the other car to be taken from the 
debris. 


Editor of the Newton Graphic: 

During May and June, 1921, the 
Board of Health gave the Schick test 
to 1,200 persons of all ages in New- 
ton and found that 258 were naturally 
immune to diphtheria. 

Of those shown to be susceptible to 
the disease, 50 have since been treat- 
ed with toxin-antitoxin and subse- 
quently shown, by test, to have be- 
come immune, making 308 persons 
known to be immune to diphtheria. 

As nearly 18 months have elapsed 
it seems proper to make a report on 
the results of the test and immuniza- 
tion. 

Since the tests were made 176 cases 
of diphtheria have been reported in 
the City, but not one of the 308 per- 
sons known to be immune has had 
the disease. 

On the other hand, of those persons 
shown by test to be susceptible and 
who refused or neglected to be im- 
munized artificially, 10 have developed 
diphtheria. Further comment on the 
reliability of the test and artificial 
immunization seems unnecessary. 

In view of these facts, the Board 
of Health intends to resume the offer 
of the Schick test and subsequent im- 
munization to the children in the pub- 
lic schools with the object of increas- 
ing the number of Immunes and so 
reducing the number of cases of diph- 
theria, and it asks all parents, who 
are Interested in protecting the health 
of their children, avail themselves of 
the opportunity to have their chil- 
dren tested and immunized. It also 
urges those whose children have al- 
ready been shown to be susceptible 
but have not yet been immunized to 
have Immunization done at once. 

It is only necessary to speak to one 
of the school nurses, who will make 
all necessary arrangements to have 
the test and immunization done free 
of charge. 

Persons who wish further informa- 
tion are requested to call up the 
Board of Health and ask for detailed 
information.

LI HR ARY FOR BOSTON COLLEGE 


Back in the days when modern re- 
tailing was in its infancy, an idea 
which was destined to revolutionize 
storekeeping was born in the mind of a 
man who was then in business in Bos- 
ton. That man was Samuel S. Hough- 
ton. The idea was that of assembling 
and displaying for sale under one 
roof, with its consequent saving of ex- 
pense, several complete stocks, a de- 
partment store. 

This idea was later gone over with 
R. H. Macy, a cousin of Mr. Hough- 
ton, and a well-to-do sea captain of 
New Bedford. Mr. Macy thought so 
well of the plan that the two men 
went to New York with the determi- 
nation of giving the idea a trial. The 
firm of R. 11. Macy & Co. was estab- 
lished and was a. great success from 
the start. 

Mr. Houghton continued with Mr. 
Macy for some time, but finally de- 
cided to return to Boston and open 
up a store of his own. 

This was in the year 1872, and Mr. 
Benjamin F. Dutton was at that time 
in the wholesale dry goods business 
on Summer street. When the great 
Boston fire of 1872 wiped out his es- 
tablishment, Mr. Houghton induced 
him to enter partnership with him. 
Here originated the second dejiart- 
inent store in America, Houghton & 
Dutton Co. 

Many changes came with the ad- 
vancing years, rapidly Increasing bus- 
iness, outgrowing of facilities and sel- 
ling space, with the result that in 
1912 the present fine building was 
erected. It is now one of the most 
up-to-date store buildings in the 
country, and has a floor space of 
about 10 acres.

Taking up in detail the referenda 
to be voted upon at the next elec- 
tion. he said that the referendum 
relative to the roll call in the House 
is a constitutional amendment, it will 
save much valuable time in the legis- 
lature. and there is no argument 
against it.

ally. for an interchange of ideas. 
She suggested that the club women 
interest themselves in the zoning 
ordinance, wliicli is so important in 
the development of the City and to 
the tax payers.

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ZONING O RDINANCE ADOPTED 

|Aldermen Accept New Draft By Vote of 
12 to 7 With Two Absent 


«At tlu 5 meeting of the aldermen on 
Monday night, the minority opposition 
Ito the Zoning ordinance contented it- 
self with expressing its opinion that 
f^ie ordinance was nnconstitutlonal 
afid did not interpose a charter oi)- 
jection to its consideration, as had 
been expected. The ordinance was 
passed by a vote of 12 to 7 with 2 
absent. Those In opposition were 
Earle, Grebenstein, Heathcote, Hickey, 
Ross, White and Hollis. 

’ The debate was preceded l)y the 
passage of an amendment placing the 
district near Farwell and North streets 
i’l the manufacturing zone. Alder- 
ViJ'/in White said that while he re- 
cognized the rights of the minority 
to have a further postponement of the 
ij matter he would not take that action. 

|. He believed that the ordinance would 
encourage radicalism in Newton by its 
usurpation of the rights of property 
owners. It jeopardizes personal and 
|, property rights and is the centraliza- 
tion of power to the highest degree. 
He declared that this zoning proposi- 
tion started in Germany and should 
have staid there. It was nothing but 
[ a political propaganda and designed 
to make a political issue at the coming 
city election. The ordinance could not 
Ue interpreted by an administrative 
head and would not be effective in his 
opinion. He quoted Alderman Phipps 
and City Solicitor Rartlett as well as 
^ other authorities as admitting that 
te ordinance was unconstitutional. 
Alderman Phipps said that so far as 
he was concerned he had never be 
lieved that the ordinance was un 
constitutional and ived that the 
Supreme court would sustain it if Uie 
(luestion ever came before it. 

Alderman Heathcote favored a zon- 
ing ordinance which would give the 
city 80% of what was desired. 

President Hollis left the chair to 
rep'ly to letters received from Ward 7 
(jonstitutents and said he opposed the 
[S^sipgle residence zone on the ground of

class distinction. A general residence 
zone would lower property values and 
there should bo in lits opinion but one 
residence zone. 

.Another interesting feature of the 
meeting was another phase of the 
Castle Inn proposition whicdi has been 
agitating Auburndale for the past few 
months. At tlie last meeting of the 
ahlerman a victualler license was 
refused this place, which is located on 
Islington road, Auburndale. The mat- 
ter came up Monday night on a peti- 
tion of the owners of tlie Inn to l)e 
given a charter as a "club,” to be 
known as the Castle Club, Inc. Such a 
corporation requires a statemont from 
the aldermen that none of the incor- 
porators l\ave been engaged in the 
Illegal selling of intoxicating liquor 
or In keeping places for illegal gam- 
ing, or in other business prohibited 
by law. The matter was referred to 
the license committee and a two-hour 
recess taken to allow the committee 
to meet. On reassembling the Com- 
mittee reported that the board should 
report that there was no evidence that 
the incorporators were so engaged but 
should add that the board objects to 
the granting of the charter on the 
ground that the probable purpose of 
the organization is for carrying on the 
business of a common victualler a 
license for which had been refused. 

Alderman Carter said, that as a 
member of the committee he agreed 
to the first statement but did not 
agree to the second paragraph in the 
committee report. The report was 
then accepted. 

Reports of the License committee 
that night were far from unanimous. 
Chairman Ross being several times in 
the minority. Mr. Ross objected to 
the transfer of a gas filling license 
from Mr. Mehigan to the Colonial Fill- 
ing Station Inc., on Commonwealth 
avenue near Fuller street but ho was 
over rulrd.

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ST. MARY’S CHURCH 


Last Sunday, November H, the Sun- 
day in the octave of All Saints, was 
a happy day for St. Mary’s Church, 
Newton Lower Falls The congre- 
gation worshipped for the first time 
in the newly restored Church. This 
work has taken many weeks to per- 
form. Tile chancel was enlarged and 
the altar raised, the interior painted 
wlilte slightly tinged with grey, choir 
rtalls built in the same design as the 
old box pews of this over an hundred 
years old ('hurch, A pulpit, also in 
harmony, was built. Electric lighting, 
an electric blower in the organ and 
a vacuum system were Installed. A 
dossal of glorious red damask was hung 
behind the altar, and a pair of beauti- 
ful, tali, colonial-pattern candlesticks 
wore given for Eucharistic lights. 
Few churches can boast of brass 
candlesticks designed and made by one 
of its devoted parishioners, as can St. 
Mary’s. Mr. William H. Hollis, clerk 
of the parish, designed, made with his 
own hands and Inscribed the candle- 
sticks in memory of his godson, David 
Rowe Leslie, the infant son of his 
friend, Harold F. Leslie, another de- 
voted member of the vestry and choir 
for many years. Little David died 
February 14, 1921, at the age of two 
months. At the early celebration of 
the Holy Eucharist, at half past seven, 
the Rev. Guy Wilbur Miner entered 
into his work as the new Rector of 
bt. Mary’s. This event has been antici- 
pated with keen interest by the parish, 
which has been without a rector since 
before Easter, their former rector, the 
Rev. Ransom Moore Church having 
been called from them to the rectorship 
of the Church of the Messiah, Boston. 
Mr. Miner comes here from the charge 
of four churches and ten missions in 
Norfolk county, where he was engaged 
in diocesan missionary work. .-\t the 
early Eucharist Mr. Miner, using 
beautiful prayers asked blessings on 
the new candlesticks, the dossal, the

Newton Casts 78 Per Cent of Registration 
and Supports Republican Ticket 


While Newton did not join the 
country-wide Democratic landslide 
as heartily as mo.st of the state, its 
effer Is were noted Iiere to some extent, 
the Democratic candidates receiving 
more than the usual party vote while 
tlie* Repulillcan canflidatr-.s received far 
leg.*-- than the normal party vote. 

1:728(1 ballots wfjre ca.st in the city 
out of a registration of 19488, sub- 
stantially 78%. Of this number. 
Governor Cox received 10478 and Fitz- 
gerald 4888. Senator Lodge fell be- 
hinrl the Governor’s vote, receiving 
hut 924S. while Gaston polled 4787, 
Nichols the Prohibition candidate had 
W2. P'or state senator. Representative 
Rice had 9865 to 8959 for .Mr. P'avinger. 
his Democratic opponent. Representa- 
tives Brimblecom and Early were re- 
elef ted. with 8892 and 99.88 votes re- 
spectively. while Alderman Leverett 
Saltonstall nominated to succeed Mr. 
Rice had the substantial total of 
10,333. Miss Ruddick, the only Demo- 
cratic candidate received 4406 votes. 
The contest for district attorney for 
this county wa.s hard fought. District 
Attorney SalLoustall urging Newton 
citizens to vote for the Democratic 
candidate. James C. Reilley, his pres- 
ent first assistant. Representative 
Arthur K. Reading, who won the Re- 
pulilican nomination in September 
failed to secure the united support of 
the Republicans and polled only 7385 
votes while Mr. Reilly had 6506. In 


view of the claims of the Reilly faction 
that he would carry the city. Mr. 
Reading’s vote is considered quite 
satif-factory. Incidentally .Mr. Read- 
ing was elected in the district by a 
majority vote of some 8 . 000 .

The cltlzona of Nowton liAve, In the 
educational Inatltutlon. This physical 
plant Is located on Beacon Street in 
one of the rapidly growing sections of 
our City, Wahaii. Those of us who 
know this building will take a just 
pride in guiding our friends about it. 

It meets the needs of defliiito up-to- 
date educational aims. With its spac- 
ious assembly hail artistically furn- 
ished, its cozy, generous, kindergarten, 
tilled with sunshine during the entire 
day; its suite of health rooms spotless- 
ly w'hite; its gymnasium, the homo of 
the dance and play; its cooking, sew- 
ing, and dining apartment moulding 
the future homemakers; its manual 
training shop for the fulllllmcnt of the 
vocational aspects of elementary edu- 
cation; Its sanitary lavatories; the 
auxiliary educational Institution, the 
library with its stacks of the best vol- 
umes in literature; a satisfying teach- 
ers’ rest room ; the master’s oflice from 
the walls of which speak Lincoln.

It is a civic duty aiid joy to 
visit the Albert Edgar Angler School 
in Waban.

Maryland and Massachusetts 
are the three states in opposition to 
federal law. Such a condition is an 
affront to the national government.” 
Mrs. S. P. Stevens explained clearly 
the referenda. Mr. S. P. Stuntz of 
Peru described vividly the good effect 
of temperance reform in that country.

Why don't clul) women In general 
like business meetings, Is something 
dinieult to fathom on the part of those 
who are taking active part In the man- 
agement of a club's affairs. I'rohah- 
ly. first ami foremost, because these 
particular women are not taking an 
active part In the club's work and 
have not really IdentllltMl themselves 
with the organization. Possibly they 
are something like the darkey's ser- 
mon, which was "hasted onto the text." 
Women who are merely "hasted" onto 
the club are not getting their full 
money's wortli out of their member- 
ship, neither are they putting into the 
club their full share of themselves. 
The person who telepluines the presi- 
dent on the morning of the meeting 
day to know what time the program Is 
going to begin, because she can't 
waste her time over the business part 
shows all too plainly that she Is 
merely "hasted onto her clul),” and 
Is to he pitied, perhaps, rather than 
condemned, because she has not 
caught the full significance of eliih 
membership. In a large club there is 
necessarily more or less of this sort 
of material and the great work before 
those in charge should ho to convert 
this deadwood Into a living force — a 
difficult task, hut none-the-less a pos- 
sible one. What may not four or five 
or six hundred women accomplish. If 
they all became fired with the desire 
to bring about a certain result! There 
and only there. Is the real justifica- 
tion of the club's existence. Good pro- 
grams are merely a part of the club, 
hut In too many eyes that Is the end 
rather than the moans. The more 
members who can he set to work the 
sooner will the club become a vital 
force In the community. Let the one 
who is merely "basted on" ponder on 
these things!

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE 

Christian Science Lecture Affracfed a Large 
Audience at Piayers’ Hall, West Newton, 
Last Friday Night 

Players* Hall was filled to over- 
flowing Friday evening to hear the 
lecture by William D. Kilpatrick on 
"The Religion of Christian Science.” 

Ho was introduced by Mr. Edwin C. 

Johnson, First Reader of the Newton 
church as follows: 

"Divine Love always has met and 
always will meet every human need" 

(Science & Health p. 494). 

This Is probably the oftenest quoted 
sentence of all of Mrs. Eddy’s wonder- 
ful writings. 

It is because of some "human need" 
that each one of us is here tonight. It 
may he the need of physical healing 
of some kind — it may he only a mild 
interest to know "what there is to 
Christian Science" or it may be a deep 
spiritual yearning to learn more of 
the religious truths of this great 
movement — at any rate, it is because 
of some "human need" that we are all 
here. 

Tlieso needs will he met. That 
beautiful statement is just as true to- 
night as it was the day Mrs. Eddy 
penned it. "Divine Love always has 
met and always will meet every hu- 
man need." 

We are all here with a purpose, 
then — and that purpose is a good one, 
or we should not be here. In the 
sixth chapter of John, Jesus declares 
that God brings all those to him who 
should come and that no one can come 
unless God draws him. So we are all 
drawn here tonight to learn more of 
God as infinite Good and of man as 
His image and likeness; and it is right 
that we should receive the utmost pos- 
sible good. Nothing can prevent it. 

The purpose of these lectures is "to 
present the subject of Christian Sci^ 
ence correctly and to bear testimony 
to the facts regarding the life and 
work of its Discoverer and Founder, 

Mary Baker Eddy (Manual of the 
Mother Church). 

To accomplish this purpose authen- 
tically, Mrs. Eddy established a Board 
of Lectureship in the Mother Church, 

The First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
in Boston. The members of this Board 
are elected annually, are conscien- 
tious students of Christian Science, 
and autliorized to speak on the sub- 
ject. The gentleman who is to talk to 
us this evening is a member of that 
board. 

It is with great pleasure that I pre- 
sent Mr. William D. Kilpatrick, C. S. 

B., of Detroit, who will speak to us on 
"The Religion of Christian Science.’ 

Mr. Kilpatrick’s lecture is as fol- 
lows: 

111 the Book of Revelation, the be- 
loved disciple, John, writing in exile 
from the Isle of Patmos, says of the 
Christ: 

"Behold, 1 stand at the door 
and knock: if any man hear 
my voice, and open the door, 

1 will come in to him, and will 
sup with him, and he with 
me.” 

This touching sentiment finds a most 
beautiful counterpart In the Christian 
Science textbook. Science and Health 
with Key tj the Scriptures, by the 
discoverer and founder of Christian 
Science, Mary Baker Eddy, where she 
has written: 

"A liigher and more practi- 
cal Christianity, demonstrat- 
ing justice and meeting the 
needs of mortals in sickness 
and in health, stands at the 
door of this age, knocking for 
admission. Will you open or 
close the door upon this ungel 
visitant, who cometh in the 
quiet of meekness, as he came 
of old to the patriarch at noon 
day?’ 

This angel visitant, my friends, this 
Christ, which has existed throughout 
all time, that of which Jesus spake 
when he said, "Before Abraham was, 

I am," is revealed in Christian Science. 

This revelation has come to the world 
— it has come to you and to mo — 
with its message of love and com- 
passion and succor knocking for ad- 
mission, and it is of this guest, this 
revelation of the Christ, that we shall 
speak today. 

It would he quite impossible in the 
brief period at our disposal to more 
than touch on a very few of the salient 
points of Christian Science, but we 
shall endeavor, in what time we have, 
to treat our subject in the simplest 
possible manner so that those who 
are unfamiliar with it may gain as 
clear an impression of It as it is pos- 
sible to give in so brief an address. 

Christian Science comes to you, my 
friends, an open book. It has nothing 
to conceal but volumes to reveal. Its 
story is simple and sweet. It is a 
story of love and compassion; one 
of hope and happiness; one of com- 
fort and good cheer. Christian Science 
is the great angel of peace come to 
earth to heal it of its sorrows and its 
woes, its sickness and its sin. It is 
the everlasting foe of fear and un- 
happiness and disease and poverty and 
misery. It is the day-star of the Christ 
guiding into paths of peace and joy 
and plenty. It bids you doff the sack- 
cloth and the ashes of grief, despair 
and grave forebodings and don the 
garments of contentment and happi- 
ness. It will lead you into paths and 
pastures you know not of and holds 
for each one of you a God-crowned 
promise laden with blessings rich and 
precious. It comes to bring peace to 
a struggling world and its troubled 
hearts, .\gaiu wo hear the voice of the 
Christ crying in this ago to tired lui- 
maiiity : 

"Come unto me, all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and 
1 will give you rest. Take my 
yoke upon you, and learn of 
me; for 1 am meek and lowly 
in heart; and yo shall find rest 
unto your souls. For my 
yoke is easy and my burden 
is light." 

And so, if there are tlioso here to- 
day wlu) are struggling under a load 
of care or sorrow; if tliere are lliose 
wlu) are liowed down with the weight 
of years and unremitting and fruitless 
toil; if tliore are those wlio are sick 
or needy; if tliere are tlioso who are 
sluu’klud with the bonds of sin and 
misfortune, we have for you a glor- 
ious message. And when you leave 
hero today wo trust and pray it will 


he with a lighter heart, with more of 
the hope and the joy and the peace 
and the comfort which is the gift of 
God to every one of you. 

'll the words of that beautiful hymn : 
"How gentle God’s commands; 

How kind His precepts are; 

(’ome, cast your burden on the 
Ixird, 

And Trust Ills constant cure," 
"His goodness stands approved, 
Unchanged from day to day; 

I’ll drop my burden at His feet. 
And hear a song away.,’ 
n brief restrospectlon, I may say 
tliat, in spite of all tne good Christian 
Science stands for, of ail the good It 
embodie.s, of all the blessings it has 
lirought and is liringlng to mankind, 
it has met witli tremendous opposition 
in achieving the liigh pinnacle to 
which it has cllmhed in the lumrts of 
suffering humanity. This truth has 
been villified and ridiculed, stoned and 
spat upon, persecuted and prosecuted, 
and even betrayed by Its Judases — and 
this, by tlie same element of mortal 
mind that presented to the world that 
awful tragedy on Calvary — the cruci- 
fixion of Jesus. 

Because the teachings of Jesus base 
the teachings of Christian Science and 
because Christian Science teaches and 
practices what Jesus taught and prac- 
ticed it can hardly he hoped that 
Christian Science can escape a repe 
tition of the persecutions directed at 
the humble Nazarene. 

It was because Jesus healed the sick 
without drugs and reclaimed the sin 
ner without resort to the use of ritual 
and dogma and creed that he w’as 
crucified. And it is because Christian 
Science heals the sick without drugs 
and saves the sinner without creed or 
ritualism that it has shared the bitter 
cup of the .Master and has borne in 
silence his cross of persecution.

In the lesson of Jesus’ 
life the cross represents to Christian 
Scientists the darkest hours of his 
career. AVith his resurrection and 
ascension do they see the dawn of a 
new light in the history of mankind 
which is destined to lead humanity on 
and on to those divine heights which 
will enable it to place the crown of 
victorious endeavor on every cross in 
its pathway from earth to heaven, 
Christian .Science the 
Religion oi Jesus 

Christian Science is primarily and 
exclusively the religion of Jesus the 
Christ. It is a return to the teachings 
of primitive Christianity and as such 
it must necessarily include the prac- 
tice of healing wliich exemplified the 
life, not only of Jesus, Imt tlie lives, 
as well, of many of the early Chris 
tians, even the lives of those who had 
never lieen taught of Jesus. We have 
been prone to think that the healing 
of the sick, the maimed, the halt and 
the blind by Jesus and by his disciples 
and apostles was the outcome or re- 
sult of a special dispensation from 
God to Jesus wliich was, in turn, 
passed along by him to his followers 
in some mysterious or occult manner. 
That is, we have been taught to be- 
lieve that the liealing works accom- 
plished by Jesus were the manifesta- 
tions of a superhuman power with 
which Jesus was especially endowed 
to distinguish him from the rest of 
(mankind; that this pow^jr was some- 
thing mysterious and that it is in no 
wise the heritage of all who obey God. 

This is a very erroneous concept of 
Jesus and of the import of his holy 
mission and it is a concept which has 
) robbed Christianity of the very essence 
'of that for which Jesus struggled and 
for which he permitted his crucifixion 
In this mistaken concept, that the 
power to heal the sick and to raise 
the dead by spiritual means alone 
ended on the cross, do we •find the 
blighting limitation from which Chris- 
tianity must he freed. This wrong 
concept, that spiritual healing was a 
special dispensation from God bo 
stowed upon Jesus alone and for a 
limited period of time, has for cen- 
turies deprived mankind of those won- 
derful blessings whlcli Christian 
Science has come to restore. 

Healing the Diiteoiiie of 
Religiuu 

The healing work aceomplished by 
Jesus was the outcome of his religion 
— a necessary concomitant. Spiritual 
healing, as taught and practiced by 
Jesus and as taught and practiced by 
Christian Science, is a necessary and 
logical consequence of religion. Jesus 
licaled the sick, walked the waves, fed 
the mulitudes and raised the dead by 
his religion, tlie religion he came to 
give tlie world — to you and to me 
— for our salvation right here and 
now. Jesus himself tells us that this 
power, wliich was manifested by those 
works whicli liave been denominated 
miracles, was unfolded to him tlirough 
his study of the Scriptures and his 
consequent ability to discern Gotl 
aright. Jesus spiritual conception by 
Mary and his devout study of the 
Scriptures made possible that keen 
spiritual perception which enabled the 
^iuater to discern more clearly than 
any other human wliat God, the 
Fatlier, is and man’s true relationship 
to God. 'rills clear concept of Goil 
and of God’s power ns rellecteil liy 
mnti is the foundation of all the teach 
iiigs and works of tlie .Master and con- 
stitutes his religion the religion h« 
eame to give to mankind -the Chris 
tian religion. 

.D^iis’ elear concept of God and of 
man's relation to God liad always been 
u possihlity. That is, what Jesus 


taught concerning God and man al- 
ways had been true and always will 
he true. This truth had always ex- 
isted hut It required a pure, spiritual 
mentality to grasp it. That this truth 
about God and man had been discerned 
in a greater or less degree by various 
religious thinkers of early history is 
evidenced In the Scriptures comprising 
the Old Testament and In the many 
wonderful works accomplished by 
those who, from time to time, have 
risen high enough In spiritual thinking 
and spiritual perception* to glimpse 
the glories of the existence wherein 
man may he found in the image and 
likeness of his .Maker. 

Throughout all time, those, who 
through prayer and devout thinking 
have so clarified their consciousness 
as to perceive God and man aright, 
have been able to give to the world 
some fruits of their spirituality in 
works as wonderful in a degree as 
those accomplished by Jesus. As far 
hack as the Scriptures take us do we 
find evidence of works accomplished 
by those who have discerned aright 
the true God and His creation. When- 
ever, through the centuries, mankind 
has glimpsed, through right thinking, 
the true God, then do we find a record 
of works similar to those which so 
signally marked the inception of the 
Christian era. 

In the very beginning of Bible his- 
tory do we find the account of the 
translation of Enoch as a result of his 
religion — his clear perception of the 
true God and His creation. It was 
.Moses' religion — hia right concept of 
God’s power — that epabled him to 
lead in triumph the children of Isreal 
out of the land of bondage. It w 
his religion that enabled him to pro- 
vide the Israelites food and drink 
when it seemed humanly impossible 
to escape death from hunger. You 
will recall how the manna was fur- 
nished for them in the desert and how 
Moses brought forth water from a 
rock in a dry and parched country. 
It was Joshua’s religion — his clear 
concejit of the true God — that en- 
abled him to command the waters of 
the River Jordan to roll hack in their 
course wliile the Israelites passed 
through on dry land to safety, and it 
was by reason of his religion that he 
was enabled to command the sun and 
moon to stand still. Through his re- 
ligion Elijah multiplied the widow’s 
measure of meal, filled her empty 
cruse with oil and restored to life 
her son. Elisha’s religion enabled him 
to raise to the surface of the river the 
sunken ax-head, to restore to life the 
son of the Shuiiammlte mother, to 
multiply one small pot of oil so that 
all the vessels at hand were filled to 
running over, to feed one hundred 
men with twenty liarley loaves with 
miuli left and to spare and to heal 
the leprosy of .Naanian, Captain of the 
host of the king of Syria. The re- 
ligion of Daniel saved him from the 
hunger of the lions and through a clear 
understanding of the true God and 
His power and presence the three 
Helirew young men were delivered 
unscathed from the fiery furnace. 

All of these Old Testament miracles 
were accomplished through the same 
means as were those of Jesus. The 
clear concept of God that made pos 
sible the ascension of Jesus accom- 
plished the translation of Enoch four 
thousand years befoie. The under- 
standing of God that enabled Moses 
to supply food to the Israelites in the 
wilderness enabled Jesus to feed the 
multitudes by the shores of the Gali- 
lean Sea fifteen hundred years later. 
The understanding of God that en- 
abled Joshua in the year fourteen hun- 
dred. B. C.. to roll back the waters 
of tho Jordan enabled Jesus to still 
the tempest and calm the waves in 
his time. The understanding of God 
which enaliled Elisha to raise the ax- 
head to the surface of the river, to re- 
.store to life the son of the Shunani- 
niite mother, and to multiply the 
widow’s oil enabled Jesus nine centur- 
ies later to walk the waves, multiply 
the loaves and fishes and raise from the 
bier the son of the widow of Nain. The 
religion which healed Xaaman of his 
leprosy in tlie year eight hundred, B. C., 
healed many lepers in Jesus’ time. The 
religion that saved Daniel from the 
hunger of tlie lions and the three He- 
brew boys from the furnace of fire de- 
livered Peter six cenutries later from 
tlie prison at .\ntioch and enabled 
Paul to restore to life the young man 
at Lystra. This same religion enabled 
the early Christians for many gener- 
ations after 'the time of Jesus to obey 
the command of the Master to go into 
all the world, preach the gospel, heal 
the sick and raise the dead. 

So we find, by an enlightened study 
of the Scriptures, that spiritual heal- 
ing. or the working of miracles, as 
recorded in the Bible, is not an evi- 
dence of any exclusive, supernatural 
power bestowed by God on some 
especially favored individual but that 
it is the power of God available for 
all His children and demonstrable by 
all in proportion as we gain the true 
religious concept of God and Ills 
creation. The life and teachings of 
Jesus reveal clearly that his whole 
mission was to so endow mankind with 
religious enlightenment and true uii- 
derstaiidiiig of God and His creation 
that all mankind could do the works 
which he did. it does indeed seem 
almost incredible that the Christian 
church of tho past seventeen hundred 
years could have so completely missetl 
the very heart and soul of his life’s 
mircsioii. 

Jesus said “by their fruits ye shall 
know them" and he devoted his whole 
career to showing niaiikiiul what those 
fruits should b^^lh fact, his earthly 
mission was to show iiiaukiiul that uii 
less their religion brings forth the 
fruits of healing and saving us exem 
plified ill his life work it has sadly 
misinterpreted its import. 'Fo give to 
his disciples a graphic and impressive 
lesson to show, one might say, his 
supreme disapprobation of the religion 
which is ovldonct'd only, in words 
rather than in healing works you will 
recall that near the close of his earth- 
ly eareer Jesus eiirsed the barren fig 
tree the fig tree that to all outward 
appeareaees was a fruitful example of 
its kind hut whieh on investigation 
and elose acqiiaintaiue proved to be 
utterly ilevold of fruit hut profuse in 
lieuutiful and promising foliage; in 
oilu'r words, barren of works but 
pi’olille in appearances. 

Miracles oi Ji^sus 
Seieiitiiic 

Jesus did not heal the sick, walk the 
waves, multiply tlie loaves and fishes, 
raise the dead ami many other won- 


derful things simply for the gratlflca- ! 
tlon of the multitude; nor were those i 
works done for the mere purpose of 
showing mankind what he per.sonally 
could do. He did these things to show 
to the world, to you and to me, what 
are the fruits of a right understanding 
of (Jod and man’s relation to God. 
He did these works to show humanity 
what It means to be a true Christian. 
Jesus said: 

"These signs shall follow 
them that believe; In my name 
.shall they cast out devils; 
they shall speak with new 
tongues; they Hhall take up j 
serpents; and If they drink 
any deadly thing it shall not 
hurt them; they shall lay 
hands on the sick and they 
shall recover." 

What Jesus accomplished by way of 
healing and saving was the positive 
result of his mental application of a 
scientific principle. Jesus was the 
only truly scientific man who ever 
lived and he scarcely uttered a word 
or accomplished a deed that w^as not 
in direct opposition to what we have 
always conceived to he physically or 
materially scientific. In other words. 
Jesus completely disregarded and nul- 
lified, through those works which he 
accomplished, every so-called scien- 
tific principle based upon materiality, 
or matter, of which you or I have any 
knowledge, showing conclusively that 
God does not operate through ma- 
terial law and that the law of God. 
when scientifically and Intelligently 
applied is one of annihilation to the 
so-called laws of matter, or of evil. 

Jesus disregarded all the so-called 
laws of material existence through his 
understanding of God’s power — through 
the religion he came to give up to you 
and to me — and he said plainly and 
unequivocally, "He that believeth on 
me. the works that I do shall he do 
also." These works, or miracles, were 
done by him through the correct un 
derstanding of God which he came to 
establish with mankind. Now. if the 
so-called laws of matter, which Jesus 
so completely disregarded, were God’s 
laws. Jesus never could have set them 
aside. That must be perfectly clear 
to everybody. Jesus said. "Think not 
that I am come to destroy the law or 
the prophets; I am not come to destroy 
but to fulfill,” Fulfill what? Why, 
God’s law. That is. to establish God’s 
law on a basis understandable to you 
and to me. Certainly then, that which 
Jesus destroyed or disregarded can- 
not be an expression of God’s law 
or of anything of God’s creating, for 
what is of God could not he destroyed 
even l)y Jesus. It conseciuently fol 
lows. then, that the power which Jesus 
employed in accomplishing the annul 
iiient of so-called laws of matter must 
hhve been of God. For did he not 
say "I am not come to destroy but 
to fulfill?” So what he destroyed or 
overcame cannot he of God and that 
by which he accomplished these won- 
derful works must have been of God. 
Therefore, the miracles of Jesus are 
examples to us of what the correct 
understanding of God can accom- 
plish. And Jesus said that those same 
miracles, or signs, which he presented 
to the world, shall follow, or charac- 
terize. the lives of those who believe 
in and understand his teachings. 
Jesus’ life mission, then, was clearly 
to establish with mankind that under- 
standing which would enable them to 
heal the sick, cast out demons walk 
the waves and even raise the dead, as 
did he. This understanding must em- 
brace a clear concept of God and 
God’s creation, for Jesus said; — 

"I can of mine own self do 
nothing; * * but the Father 
that dwelleth in me. He doeth 
the works." 

The important thing, then, for you 
and for me to glean from the life and 
the teachings and the works of the 
Master is a clear understanding of 
what this Father, this God. is which 
enabled Jesus to do those mighty 
works which he said you and I should 
lie able to do also. And that, my 
friends, is the mission of Christian 
Science, to reveal to the world what 
God. the Father, is and how to demon- 
strate that relationship with the 
Father which existed between Jesus 
and God. whereby we can go about 
doing good as did he. healing the 
sick and the sorrowful and saving the 
sinner. In the seventeenth chapter 
of the book of St. John, in Jesus won- 
derful prayer to God before his be- 
trayal and crucifixion, referring to his 
disciples and to you and to me, he 
said: — 

"Holy Father, keep through 
thine own name those whom 
thou hast given me. that they 
may be one. as we are. * * • 
Neither pray 1 for these alone, 
but for them also which shall 
believe on me tlirouph their 
word: that they all may be 
one: as thou. Father, art in 
me and 1 in Thee, that they 
also may he one in us: * • 

And the glory which Thou 
gavest me I have given them: 
that they may be one even as 
we are one.” 

This unity, then, this oneness with 
the Father, with God. which was ex- 
emplified in the life and teachings and 
works of Jesus is what all mankind 
must ultimately demonstrate, not only 
that they may be able, to do those 
works that Jesus did but that they 
may be able also to enter the King- 
dom of Heaven.

As we know God aright, as we know 
and express in our thinking that Mind 
which is God. are we establishing that 
unity with God which Jesus said ex- 
isted between him and his Father.

Conse- 
quently, Jesus’ process of prayer was 
a process of establishing his untiy 
with God through thinking those 
thoughts which emanate from divine 
.Mind. God being Mind and man’s 
true relationship with God being es- 
tablished by knowing this Mind which 
is God. by thinking rightly, it can 
readily be seen that the true man. or 
man of God’s creating, must be that 
man who has a complete and full 
comprehension of divine .Mind. That 
is. he must be that man who knows 
nothing unlike that which is con- 
tained in the divine Mind. And from 
this we begin to understand a little 
of what it means in the first chapter 
of Genesis, where it says in depict- 
ing the true creation: — 

"And God said, let us make 
man in our image, after our 
likeness: * * • So God created 
man in His own image, in the 
image of God created He 
him.’’ 

So man reflects the image of God 
in just the proportion that he reflects 
or understands divine .Mind. 

This concept of God, as .Mind, com- 
pletely eliminates any thought of the 
divine Being as an exaggerated per- 
sonality, humanly circumscribed, seat- 
ed on a throne off .s(»mewhere in the 
blue empyrean, and brings Grid and 
Heaven right down to us here and 
now. Spiritual thinking is right 
thinking and right thinking is prayer 
and prayer is knowing, or reflecting 
in thought, the divine Mind, where- 
by we establish our present, conscious 
unity with the Father, In thinking 
good are we reflecting God, and as 
we reflect God we take on His image 
and likeness, and taking on His image 
and likeness we, likewise, obtain that 
power over the carnal which so ex- 
emplified the life of the Master. In 
the first chapter of John, twelfth 
verse, it is written: — 

"But as many as received 
him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on 
his name.’’ 

indicating most clearly that this son- 
ship with the Father — this unity with 
God — this reflection of God — His 
image and likeness— Is achieved 

through a mental process entirely and 
depends exclusively on our individual 
ability to recognize God as Mind and 
to comprehend what this .Mind is 
Matter a Maiiiiestatioii 
oi the (arnal Mind 
Now, It would seem, on first blush 
quite incredible that humanity, merely 
through a right mental process, 
through splriiuul thinking, could over 
master physical conditions and laws 
and overcome the manifestation, ’in 
all Us various forms, of evil or mat- 
ter. Yet, that was what Jesus did 
and that is what he always did in his 
three years with men. Mrs. Eddy’ 
discovery, however, made through her 
search of the Scriptures and devout 
and unceasing prayer, has solved this 
prolilem for us and has explained most 
clearly how Jesus was able to over 
come all the so-called laws of matter 
and how you and 1, by demonstrating 
our conscious unity with the Father 
as Christian Science teaches us how 
to do, are enabled to obey his com 
mand to follow his example. .Mrs, 
Eddy’s discovery, aside from revealing 
God to he divine .Mind, includes, 
among other things, the further revela 
tlon that matter and tlie entire mate- 
rial, or physical, universe, with all its 
so-called laws and phenomena, Includ 
ing mortal or physical man, are iiut 
the olijectltlcatlons, or externalizations, 
to mortal perception, of that which 
St. Buul has denominated, or named, 
“the carnal mind’’ in contra-distlnc

Thus wo find that Heaven Instead of 
being a far off place or event, ob- 
tainable only through the experience 
of death, is here and now a present 
and immediate reality — a condition 
capable of present attainment. If God 
is Mind, as He must be. then the 

Kingdom of God. or Heaven, must 
he the kingdom of Mind or a condi- 
tion of Mind. Heaven then is a state 
of Mind or consciousness and that 

state of consciousness is obtainable 

right here and now in proportion as 
we substitute in our thinking the 
divine for the carnal. As we put off 
this carnal mind with its deeds — this 
mind of sin and sickness and sor- 

row and hate and lust and greed and 
selfishness — and in its place reflect 
that Mind of spiritual purity which is 
God. are we entering the Kingdom of 
Heaven. Jesus said: — 

"The Kingdom of Heaven is 
at hand" 

not afar off. And you will recall that 
on one occasion Jesus was asked rel- 
ative to the whereabouts of Heaven 
and when it should come and his re- 
ply was: — 

"The Kingdom of God com- 
eth not with observation, nei- 
ther shall they say. Lo here! 
or I.o there! for behold the 
Kingdom of God is within 
you." 

So, entering the Kingdom of Heaven 
through the pathway of prayer, is not 
process of overcoming matter with 
mind, it is the process, rather, of 
overcoming the carnal mind with the 
divine Mind — evil with Good. We 
are eliminating, in other words, the 
creations of the carnal mind — "the 
world, the flesh and the devil’’ — with 
that Mind which was In Christ Jesus. 
We pray ourselves into the Kingdom 
of Heaven rather than enter Heaven 
through death’s doorway. For did 
not St. Paul say: — 

"For to he carnally minded 
is death: but to he spiritually 
minded is life and peace” and 
also 

"For this corruptible must 
put on Incorniptlon and this 
mortal must put on immor- 
tality. So when this corrup- 
til)le shall have put on incor- 
ruption. and this mortal shall 
have put on immortality, then 
shall ho brought to pass the 
saying that is written. Death 
is swallowed up in victory" 
showing clearly that death and 
Heaven have nothing whatever in 
common and that death is a concom- 
itant of corruption, rather than 
stepping-stone to eternal bliss. 

Prayer 

The process, then, of establishing 
one’s unity with the Father — the proc- 
ess of knowing God aright — is a proc- 
ess of true prayer. It is only through 
prayer that the world will ever he 
saved from its sickness and its sin, 
from death and the grave. Prayer, 
my friends — true prayer — is a proc- 
ess of elimination and substitution 
rather than one of compulsion or per- 
suasion. Through prayer we elimi- 
nate from our consciousness all 
thoughts which are unlike God and 
in place tliereof, we substitute those 
thoughts which emanate from God, or 
divine Mind. Througli prayer we put 
from us thoughts of sickness and dis- 
ease and in place thereof come to us 
thoughts of health: through prayer 
we put away thoughts of sin and evil 
and take to us thoughts of righteous- 
ness and purity; through prayer we 
eliminate from our consciousness 
tho.se thoughts which make for pov- 
erty and luck and limitation and in 
place thereof are established those 
thoughts which make for abundance 
and freedom and peace. And just in 
proportion as we eliminate, througli 
prayer, thoughts of sin and sickness 
and seltishness and hate and lack <lo 
we experience in our dally lives 
health, purity, peace, love, charity and 
abundance. True prayer is the proc- 
ess of thinking whereby we unite 
ourselves with the ever present God, 
or divine Mind, rather tlian a proc- 
ess of endeavoring to acquaint some 
distant deity with our trials and 
trihulutions. 

As wo begin to work in C’hristian 
Science, as we begin to understand 
what true prayer is and how to pray 
as Jesus did, wo begin, little by little, 
to displace in our thinking fear, anx- 
iety, envy, malice, hatred, lust, re- 
venge and the like, the procurers of 
all disease, and to realize instead con- 
fidence and assurance and meekness 
and love and i*'iist and charity ami 
forgiveness and purity and sweetness. 
We begin to displace our concept of 
God’s creation to he crassly material 
with the understanding that God’s 
man uml universe art* pure and spirit- 
ual. We begin to break the fetters of 
creed and dogma and ritual and to 
emerge Into the freedom of unity with 
the Christ. And as wo progress In 
prayer and understamilng of Go«I, His 
law begins t») manifest Itself to us and 
through us, in proportion to our puri- 
ticutiou of consciousness, in better 
health, better morals, belter living, 
better business, in muru luvu for God 


and nil mankind. In a more harmoni- 
ous condition generally. We begin 
then to understand a little of what 
Jesus meant when he said: — 

"If ye have faith ns a grain 
of mustard seed, ye shall say 
unto this mountain, ‘Remove 
hence to yonder place:’ and 
it shall remove; and nothing 
shall he impossible unto 
you.” 

We begin then to understand a little 
of how Jesus accomplished his won- 
derful works and to appreciate how 
far we have still to traverse — how 
much genuine purifying we have yet 
to attain before we can fully obey 
his oouHnand to "go and do likewise.” 

It is through prayer that we gain 
our atonement — our at-ono-ment — 
with God, with divine Truth, with 
Life and with Love — whereby we can 
go with confidence to the bedside 
of the sick and hid them "arise and 
walk”; to the charnel house of the 
sinner and command the "evil spirit 
to come out of him," and to the tomb 
of the dead and hid those asleep in 
materiality to ‘come forth."

Christian Science, my friends, is 
the outcome — the emanation — of a 
life devoted to prayer. Mary Baker 
Eddy’s love for God and for all man- 
kind, her ceaseless devotion to right, 
her untiring and prayerful search of 
the Scriptures, her sublime compas- 
sion for poor humanity and her never 
ending desire to know God aright 
made it possible for her to give to 
the world, in the year 1866, this pearl 
of great price, this great discovery 
which she has denominated Christian 
Science. Christian Science is not an 
invention, nor is it what some have 
been pleased to call It — "one of the 
new religions,” It reveals the law of 
God. Mrs. Eddy’s discovery and her 
wonderful achievement in establish- 
ing a church for the perpetuation of 
this discovery are not the results of 
chance nor of circumstance. Chris- 
tian Science is the fulfillment of 
prophecy and has come to us in due 
time and order in accord with God’s 
directing.

In the work of establishing our son- 
ship with God wo are bringing to light 
the true concept of the brotherhood of 
man and in the right understanding 
of the Fatherhood of God and the 
•rotherhood of man lies the salvation 
of humanity. National, racial, class 
and family characteristics, distinc-

Jesus’ teachings admit of no cold 
conventlonnllty, no austere disinterest- 
edness in the woes of oiir lirother man. 
no arrogance and no pride, Jesus 
brought his understanding of divine 
Love right down to earth and in his 
charity for those who would perse- 
cute him, his patience with the dull 
stolidity of his followers, his forgive- 
ness of his enemies and his tenderness 
he showed the way for all mankind. 
Out of the agonies of his crucifixion 
was horn his compnssronatc appeal. 
"Father, forgive them; for they know 
not what they do.” 

In the religion of Jesus Christ there 
is no hate, no envy, no jealousy, mal- 
ice nor revenge. Therein Is no abid- 
ing place for anght hut love, and as 
we bring into our experience thoughts 
of love and forglvoness and charity 
for all mankind are we hastening the 
full comprehension of the right eon- 
ept of the Fatherhood of God and tlio 
brotherhood of man.

And so, only as we see our brother 
man In the light of divine Science, as 
a true, pure, upright child of God — 
are we establishing our unity with the 
Father and healing the world of its 
sickness and its sin. Only as wc en- 
dow mankind with our love and ten- 
derness and patience and compassion 
do we become heirs of that Love 
which is God. Hate and greed and 
envy and malice and sellislinoss and 
jealousy and the like have no part in 
the divine Mind and just in the pro- 
portion that we allow these thoughts 
an abiding place in our mental house- 
hold are we separating ourselves from 
God and those blessings He has 
vouchsafed every ono of us. 

Sickness, my friend — disease by 
whatever name — la but the physical 
by-product of sin and grief and fear 
and hate and sensuality and supersti- 
tion and false theology, and if we 
would heal the world of its bodily ills 
we must first correct its mental mal- 
adies. 

To gain the height of spiritual per- 
ception whore we can discern God to 
be Love and man to he His image 
and likeness we must climi) the steeps 
of human forgiveness and tenderness 
and compassion. What a picture of 
human charity and lovo is portrayed 
in tile meeting of the Master witli the 
Magdalene at the home of Simon! 
What a lesson therein for all of us! 
Here was a woman, come in tlie fear 
of lier shame, in the meekness and 
agony of humiilo contrition and ro- 
pentence, to seek the Christ. The 
conventions of the world, with its self 
righteousness and hypocrisy would 
have driven her hence. But not so 
Jesus. His tender kindness, his for- 
giveness and his love, led her away 
from herself and the world and up to 
God and she was healed and Mary 
Magdalene, this woman whom the 
world today would shun, was last at 
the cross of his crucifixion and first 
at the toml) of his resurrection. 

And, then when they brought to 
him the other woman in the very 
presence of the temple at Jerusalem 
and accusing her before him said. 
"Moses in tlie law commanded that 
such should he stoned; l)ut wliat say- 
est thou'^’ Jesus then and there met 
and rebuked forever the self riglit- 
eousness and the hypocrisy of all man- 
kind throughout all time in his mas- 
terful reply: "i j that is without sin 
among you, let nim first cast a stone 
at her." And his tender "neither do 
I condemn thee; go, and sin no more.” 
will stand throughout tlie ages a^ 
beacon light to the unfortunate, the 
world-weary and the disconsolate to 
guide them into that harbor of Lovo 
where condemnation and scorn have 
no abiding haven and "where,” as 
Mrs. Eddy has put it in Science and 
Health. "Lovo is priestess at the altar 
of Trutli. 

Can you and I then, afford to with- 
hold from the world’s sick, its sinning, 
its downtrodden and unfortunate, tliat

Can we afford to let the little foxes 
of suspielon and condemnation and 
envy and jealousy and hate and erlti- 
clsni and pride and self-righteousness 
steal from us our God-l)estowed unity 
wltli the Father’/ When we are templ- 
ed to judge or condemn, to find fault 
or to criticise, to hare or to envy, let 
us put our finger on our lips and to 
consider how niucli of good, liow niiicli 
of joy and peace and liappliiess and 
hope and comfort one little thouglitfiil 
deed, one tender word, one kind and 
eompasslonale look may moan to some 
weary one. 

in Scleiu'o und Healtli with Key to 
the Scriptures, in closing lliat wonder- 
ful pleture she lias drawn of llio meet 
Ing of Jesus with tlie Magdalene, .Mrs. 
Eddy has written; — 

"if wo would open llieir 
pi'isou doors for tlie sick, we 
must first learn to liind up ilio 
hi'okon-liearted. if we would 
lieal by till! Spirit, we must 
not hidu tliu talent of spirit- 
ual tieuling under the naiiUin 
of its form nor luiry tiio nioi 
alu of (/hristiaii Science in tli« 
grave elothes of its lellci 
Tlie tender word and Clnls 
tion encouragenieiit of an In- 
valid, pitiful patience with his 
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fears and the removal of them 
are lietter tlian hecatombs of 
giisliing tlieories, stereotyped, 
borrowed speoelies, and the 
doling of arguments, which 
are init so many parodies on 
legitimate Christian Science, 
aflame with divine Love.” 

When, my friends, through love and 
tenderness and compassion, you have 
touched the human heart-strings to 
rhapsodies of repentance and contri- 
tion and meekness and an earnest, 
honest longing for the holy things of 
God you have opened the gates of 
Hoavon for some one. 

And with these appropriate words 
from Whittier I shall close: 

"Then, brother man* fold to thy 
heart, thy lirotlier!

Newton Federation 


A meeting of unusual interest and 
profit was that of the Newton Fed- 
eration held by invitation of the Au- 
hurndale Woman’s Club in the Con- 
gregational church at Auhurndale on 
Tuesday afternoon of this w'eek. The 
new venture, that of having a local 
club act as hostess, proved a happy 
one bringing out a large numher of 
w’omen from over the city. After the 
greeting by the hostess president, 
Mrs. W. D. Gilpatric, Mrs. Ralph C. 
Henry, tho new Federation president 
took the chair. A resolution favoring 
the original plan for zoning the city 
was passed and copies w’ill he sent 
the aldermen and the Mayor. Mrs. 
AVilliam H. AVhite of Wellesley Hills. 
State Federation director for the dis- 
trict of which Newton is a part, was 
a special guest and brought greetings 
from the Federation. Mrs. AVhite em- 
phasized the Mothercraft work and 
invited all present to attend the 
Mothercraft conference, \vhich w'ill 
he held at the Exeter Theatre on De- 
cember 5th. She also told of the plan 
of the Federation to furnish the re- 
ception room in the AA'ashington head- 
quarters in honor of Julia AA’ard 
Howe, and suggested that contribu- 
tions would be acceptable. 

Turning to the program for the af- 
ternoon which was a symposium on 
education, the audience listened to 
three exceedingly fine addresses on 
various phases of “Education as a 
Means of Solving Present-Day Prob- 
lems.” 

Dr. Payson Smith, State Commis- 
sioner of Education, sees signs of en- 
couragement in the fact that Bolshe- 
vist Russia set out to provide uni- 
versal education, and that Mexico is 
also organizing a system of universal 
education. In this country we have 
a passion for education, hut we have 
relied too much upon the institutions. 
AVe need to find out our own rospon- 
sihllity in the matter: the public 
school needs to study Its responsi- 
bility, and the home needs to study 
its rosponslhility, and even the 
church to do likewise. 

For solving present-day problems 
we need the great majority of minds 
trained to the limit of the capacity of 
each, we neetl prolonged educational 
opportunity for more of the people, 
'riie educated man is the full grown 
man. AVe must release tho accumu- 
lated stores of wisdom and experi- 
ence and pass them on for succeed- 
ing generations to use. AVe must 
keep alive the kiesire tk) know, arouse 
the spirit of eurloslty and inquisitive- 
ness. 

Ai,oilevn eilucatlon pays too little at- 
tkMition to the fact that we need a 
great deal of imlepeiulent thinking. 
Following the elementary and secou- 
klary schools is neeiled collegiate 
training and adkled to that a techni- 
cal training. Sometimes it is said we 
are edueatlng too many people, hut 
frkun a recent visit in the AVe.st Dr. 
Smltli fouml tho sentiment there for 
educating more people and educating 


them more. The trouble has been not 
in the quality of the brain, but rather 
the quality of the motive of the indi- 
vidual. It is the lack of motive that 
is causing the trouble. There must 
be a motivation of education, a defi- 
nite goal or objective, and there must 
he an adjustment of the educational 
system, so that it may function as it 
ought. 

Mr. Francis L. Bacon, the new 
principal of the classical high school, 
received a cordial welcome from 
mothers and friends of his pupils, 
and all were most favorably impress- 
ed with his personality, as one who 
will be a safe and successful leader 
of the youth of the city. Mr. Bacon 
discussed the question, AVho shall go 
to college? He feels that something 
must he done in New England where- 
by it may be possible for an increas- 
ing number to go. The privately 
endowed institutions, for which New 


England is justly famous, are so overt 
crowded that they are more and ^ 
more selecting their students from the 
most promising ones, anu con luu i..y 1 
raising their standards so that it is 
getting well nigh impossible for the 
average hoy or girl to enter. The 
only way out Mr. Bacon, feels is for 
the State to step in as they have done 
in the AVest. The kind of education 
will probably be of a somewhat 
different form, but never-the-less of 
collegiate standard. 

Miss Margaret McGill, of the His- 
tory department of the high school, 
spoke of the need for deans in the 
high schools, and told of the various 
functions which they perform in 
different schools, which facts she had i 
gathered from a survey of the situa- i 
tion. In some instances they look! 
after the social life, in others after ! 
the dress of the girls, act as ad\isers. 
look after the health and check up 1 


absences. For Newton some sort of 
a composite may be needed, for there 
sems to be felt that something Is 
lacking which the schools are not 
able to give. A dean would help to 
solve but not actually solve the 
problems. But she warned. Do not 
think that the dean will take more 
responsibility from the home. She 
will not take it from the home and 
let you go scott free. The discussion 
which followed was full of interest. 

Mrs. Clara Lieber Harper rendered 
a group of songs in a most delightful 
manner giving a great deal of pleas- 
ure to the audience. 

.After the addresses the company 
adjourned to the room below where 
the social committee provided gener- 
ously for their guests.

ALDERMEN MEET 


While the reuHon for the meeting of 
tile aldermen on Monday niglit, was 
to declare the reault of the recent 
Htato election in tliis city, the princi- 
pal matters of interest were tlie veto 
of Mayor Cliilds of tlio recent zoning 
ordinance and a pul)lic hearing which 
was given on the recommendation of 
the Mayor tliat land owned by Mr.

Willie the Mayor «lld not speciflcully 
say tliat tlic taking of this land was 
preliminary ••to action on the part of 
the city of collecting gari)agc l)y its 
own teams and not l)y contract, those 
interested took tliat position and 
entered strong opposition to the plan. 
The speakers were Jolin .1. Keitli, 
.Martin M. Witmyer, Wm. H. Mague 
and Harold W. Knowlton, the last 
speaker representing the Auhurndale 
Improvement Society. 

There were also hearings on peti- 
tions of the M. & B. St. Rwy. Co., for 
pole location on Centre street and of 
the Edison Co. for locations on Wash- 
ington street. 

When tlie Mayor’s veto was read 
there were two members absent, 
.Aldermen Hickey and Grehenstein 
both known as supporters of the 
Mayor. Alderman White therefore 
took the floor and spoke in favor of 
sustaining the veto, while a hurry up 
call was sent for Alderman Hickey 
who was presiding that night at the 
annual banquet of the Newton Catho- 
lic Club. Mr. White stopped abruptly 
when Alderman Hickey appeared and 
was ready for an immediate vote, Gn 
motion of Alderman Phipps, however, 
the whole matter was postponed until 
the next meeting. The veto will he 
found in full in another column.

Whilo the first reart Ion on the re- 
sult of the rerent elertlon might 
well he expre.saed by the quotation 
'‘Massarhnaetts. there she stands” — 
disgraced with p;tftirular respect to 
the vote given Senator Lodge, a more 
careful survey of the country wide 
Democratic upheaval, leads to the 
conclusion that all things considered. 
Massachusetts Uepuhlican^ may well 
congratulate themselves that the re- 
sult was no worse. The party suffers 
only the loss of one member of Con- 
gress and has lost a few members of 
the Legislature, but has otherwise 
elected its entire national and state 
ticket. The margin, of course, is 
“not as deep as a well nor as wide as 
a chunh door” hut it is sufficient to 
elect its candidates and to control the 
state and national government. 

Newton stood liy the party candi- 
dates fairly well giving all of them 
substantial majorities with the ex- 
ception of the district attorney and 
even here Mr. Rending had a good 
margin over his Democratic oppon- 
ent. Mr. Reilly’s vote in Newton 
was evidently due to the support 
given him by Mr. E. P. Saltonstall, 
the present district attorney and. in- 
cidentally. indicates that Mr. Salton- 
stall has political possibilities in the 
future. 

Newton’s vote on the referendum 
relating to moving pictures was 
somewhat of a surprise ns censor- 
ship has been warmly supported by 
the Newton Federation of Women’s 
Clubs and by the churches for over 
a year. Tjtie returns indicate that 
some of the ladies evidently exercised 
their feminine privilege and changed 
their minds. 

The vote on the liquor referendum 
was not unexpected as Newton has 
always been strong on the temper- 
ance question.

In view of the continued orations | 
hy Alderman White that the pro- , 
posed zoning ordinance is unconstl- 
tlonal. it may be of interest to} 
refer to the opinion of the Supreme | 
court of this Commonwealth on the 
constitutionality of the law under 
which our city government has draft- 
ed the ordinance under consideration. 
The matter was submitted to the Sup- 
preme court by the Legislature of 
1920. and the court rendered a long 
opinion concluding with the statement 
that the pending act was constitu- 
tional both under state and national 
law. In that opinion the court said to 
the point now most in controversy at 
City Hall, "the terms of section 1 of 
the proposed act authorize great free- 
dom of action to the several cities and 
towns both for the establishment of 
parts for the exclusive use of named 
Industries and in regard to the kinds 
■of construction be permitted.” The 
court then notes other phases of the 
act and continues with these words 
“All this, however, is clearly within 
the purview of Amendment LX.” The 
words “kinds of construction to be 
permitted” clearly indicate that a 
distinction can lie made between 
single and two-family houses. Of 


course Alderman White and Mayor 
('hilds may be more profound lawyers 
than the justices of our Supreme court 
but we still have faith in that Court, 
pal ticularly as it is the tribunal 
which will ultimately pass on the 
constitutionality of zoning ordinances 
adopted under article LX of the con- 
stitution.

We commeiiteil a few weeks ago on 
the rather high-handed manner in 
which the city fathers had acted in 
regaril to the proposed new I’nder- 
wood school and new facts which 
have been brought to our attention 
seem to justify further criticism. Ap- 
parently, in their haste to build the 
new school building, but little if any 
attention was paid to the feasibility 
of other sites than that now occu- 
pied by the sihool. We have heard 
one suggestion that the school be 
hxatod t*n land opposite or nearly 
opposite the present Rigelow school 
«ni Dark street and later have heard 
of an excellent site on the Rawson 
estate on Vernon and Park streets. 
The latter is assessed for $27,000. 
practically what it is proposed to pay 
for land damages to enlarge the 
present site and will have over 
10.000 more feet than the present 
Cnderwood lot when enlarged as pro- 
posed. Moreover, building on the 
ilawson lot or some other location 
will not interfere with the school 
work in the old Underwood school 
while construction is going on — a 
matter which should be given some 
attention. 

We also understand that the owners 
of the land taken on Vernon. Raldwin 
and Eldridge streets have ample 
grounds for substantial damages and 
much litigation can be avoided if the 
whole matter can be reconsidered and 
a new location secured for the school- 
house.

ZONING ORDINANCE VETOED 


The full text of Mayor Childs veto 
of the proposed Zoning ordinance 
follows: • 

Cientlenien: 

I return withotit my approval Order 
No. 51G47. Zoning Ordinance so called, 
for the same reasons as specified in 
my veto of practically the same ordin- 
ance of June 15, 1922, to which refer- 
ence is hereby made. 

Since my former veto, some twenty- 
eight acres of land have already been 
changed from the single residence to 
the manufacturing district, and some 
objectors to this change desire to be 
heard. 

This is but an indication that so 
drastic and iron clad an ordinance, at 
the start, means all sorts of difficulties. 

The fact. too. that some of your 
Honorable Hoard do not as yet under- 
stand what the ordinance means sug- 
gests the advisability of clearing up 
doubtful points and presenting an 
ordinance which at least those who 
pass it understand. 

I recommend the immediate passage 
of an amended ordinance setting off 
definitely business and manufacturing 
from residential districts, and if a 
single residence district is desired and 
is within the law. built it up as 
property owners may desire after all 
have had due notice and the oppor- 
tunity to be heard.

A> FMI’DKTA.NT DE( ISION 


'I'lie I'ubllc UtllitlcB Commission In 
a decision made public last week dis- 
missed the petition of Mrs. Bridget A. 
Smith asking that the commission or- 
der the Charlestown Gas and Electric 
(Company to furnish her with electri- 
city tlirough underground conduits at 
43-45 Lexington street, Charlestown. 

The commission says in Its decision 
that altiiough poles may be unsightly 
ufid underslrable, the cost of under- 
ground construction is great,* and 
would result in an increase in the 
rate charged the consumers. The 
comisslon says that it believes that 
the people of Charlestown would 
prefer a lower rate with service from 
overhead wires than an increased 
cliarge with service from under- 
ground conduits. 

In Its finding, the commission says: 

To grant this petition would. In ef- 
fect, be a general ruling that in 
Charlestown all electric service 
wires must be placed underground, 
he tause this peculiar locality presents 
no conditions not common to all the 
residential parts of Charlestown. 

"We feel that under the circum- 
stances the citizens of Charlesiowii 
would prefer to pay a lower rate for 
service from overhead lines rather 
than an Increased cost due to under- 
ground installation. In view of the 
cost of placing the conduits under- 
ground, and the fact that this bur- 
den must he borne In snhstantial 
measure, at any rate, hy the consum- 
ers, the approximate revenue to be 
oI)tainc(l from the sale of electricity, 
and tho general situation as to over- 
head linos that now obtains in 
Charlestown and elsewhere In the 
Commonwealth, and the fact that the 
company does not refuse to furnish a 
supply of electricity to the petitioner, 
but on the contrary, expresses its 
willingness to do so from an overhead 
line, we dismiss the petition.”

.MAYOR CHILDS SUSTAINED 


Judge Joseph C. Hannon, acting jus- 
tice of tho district court, has made his 
decision in tho appeal taken by former 
Police officer, Frank W. Larrlvee from 
tho action of Mayor Childs in remov- 
ing him from office. 

Lnrrivee was discharged on Septem- 
ber Ist, following charges that on 
August 3rd. he had stolen 2 auto tires 
mounted on rims and on August 14. 
had untruthfully answered questions 
of his superior officer. He was given a 
hearing before the Mayor on August 
21st. and his removal confirmed on 
September 1. His appeal to the police 
court was heard October 16. 

Judge Hannon finds that there was 
no evidence of bias or had faith or 
want of proper cause on the part of 
the Mayor and he was fully warranted 
and justified on the evidence presented 
to him in making the order of removal. 
The Judge also finds that there was no 
evidence of any attempt to spirit away 
a material witness by unknown parties.

Bryce upon the steamer goir.g over, 
and how he had told him that It was 
his custom, as he went about the 
world, to ask questions of everybody, 
and advised Mr. Park to do the same. 
Upon arriving on tho other aide Mr. 
Park went directly to O.xford, where 
ho was enrolled as an undergraduate 
and spent a number of month.i in 
study. Oxford, he said. Is the cen- 
tre of the culture of the world, for 
people from all parts of the world go 
there. He described a dinner at which 
he was the guest of honor at one of 
the colleges, which was like a little 
spark of the .Middle Ages. Oxford 
does not go into modern sciences, and 
therefore, some of the Rhodes scholars 
have been disappointed in what they 
wore able to get. Mr. Park’s advice 
to such men is to find out what Ox- 
ford can give before deciding to go 
there. ' ^ 1 

In London he was impressed with 
a sense of poverty, seeing more poor 
people there than in any other city. 
He found a tremendous interest in 
spiritualism, and was questioned many 
times as to how prohibition is working 
in the United States. 

During one of Ills vacations he made 
a two-weeks’ trip to Germany. To 
illustrate the terrible depreciation in 
the money, he stated^that his trip of 
1.5 days cost hut $26.14, hut added that 
since that time the prices in Germany 
1 have been constantly rising. On h 
I return journey he had two successive 
meals upon the same diner, each iden- 
tical with the other. For the second 
which was after he had passed Into 
Holland, he paid just eleven times as 
much as for the first which was eaten 
in Gormaiiy. lOverywhere in Ger- 
many there was a superllcial appear- 
ance of prosperity, but a vast deal 
of poverty below the surface. All 
the morale seems to he broken. There 
are no real statesman there today, 
and he found many who said. "We 
must have a Falser and a constitu- 
tional goveriimont similar to that of 
England.’’ Everywhere he found evf 
dence of great ignorance of what 
had really happened in the war, 
showing that the people were told 
nothing of what had been going on. 

In Ireland Mr. Park found destrnc- 
tioii, particularly in Cork, result lug 
from the chaos fully as bad as that in 
Belgium. The people of Ulster are 
canny and nprlght, like the people of 
New England, absolutely honest, guid- 
One-foiirth of 
the people own three-fourths of the 
capital of Ireland. In the South the 
people are not as interested in prin- 
ciples as they are in persons. The 
two races are absolutely different and 
seem to have no way of nnderstaiid- 
ing each other. . The people of the 
South, he said, are the most delight- 
ful under Heaven, a race worth sav- 
ing. 

Ho feels that the sltnutioii was 
never so bright as today, that this 
treaty is the greatest thing that has 
over happened to Ireland. He found 
the better people filled with hope, siiid 
believes it to be the heginniiig of a 
new day. To he sure there is a 
Hooligan element under tTie leadership 
of DeValera, who is a pretty good 
sort of a man, thongh spoiled in the 
United States. Mr. Park believes 
that this element is gradually dying 
and that the happiest of futures is go- 
ing to he had. The Catholics and 
Protestants in the South and West 
are gradually coming together, and ho 
feels that Ulster is holding off to see 
how the new State works, and in the 
end will perhaps come in. 

Miss Snsanne Dabney, of Boston, de- 
lighted the audience with a group of 
songs, with Miss Until Tilton at the 
piano. Miss Tilton also gave Inci- 
dental organ music while the guests 
were assomhling.

The failure of the zoning ordinance 
to pass over the veto of Mayor Childs 
was not unexpected hy those who 
have kept in touch with the matter. 
Put it is not generally known that the 
differences which exist between the 
two factions of the hoard of aldermen 
are so trivial, when the whole subject 
of zoning is viewed as a whole, that 
the failure to adopt some zoning ordi- 
nance is almost a crime. Apparently 
the conflicting elements in the hoard 
are flghting over the relatively unim- 
portant matter as to whether the resi- 
dential districts provided hy the ordi- 
nance shall he divided between one 
and two family houses, or whether 
there shall he hut one residential dis- 
trict in which both one and two-family 
houses can he constructed. There is 
also a picayunish division over the I 
question whether there shall he a dis- 
tinction between a two-family house, 
with apartments side hy side and a 
two-family house with one apartment 
over the other. 

In the meantime speculative build- 
ers from outside of Newton are tak- 
ing advantage of the delay in provid- 
ing adequate protection for our citi- 
zens and have been building business 
blocks in residential neighborhoods 
and they will continue to do so just as 
long as the aldermen quarrel over a 
part of zoning which is relatively un- 
important. 

We believe that the people of New- 
ton demand the passage of a zoning 
ordinance which will stop this en- 
croachment of business on residential 
areas and that the aldermen should 
enact such an ordinance at once. 

— o— 

The standing regulation adopted by 
the aldermen this week prohibiting 
pedlers from approaching within 1.000 
feet of any school house during school 
hours is intended to stoj) itinerant 
lunch carts from doing business near 
the High Schools. Here is a chance 
for some of our budding constitutional 
lawyers to find out if this regulation 
does not conflict with the "restraint of 
trade" provisions in the Sherman law. 
We respectfully call the attention of 
Alderman White to this invasion of 
the rights of the “peepul."

Mayor C'hildj' sarcastic reference 
In his veto of the Zoning ordinance 
to the fact that some of the aldermen 
do not as yet understand what the 
ordinance moans, must refer to those 
aldermen who are so strenuouslv op- 
posing its passage. Those aider- 
men in favor of the ordinance are 
representing their t-onstituents. the 
others represent the .Mayor and .Al- 
derman White.

There are as many different kinds 
of commercial pursuits as there are 
human desires. Always Is there to 
he found some one who will cater to 
the wishes and necressltles of man- 
kind, provided that the effort leaven a 
margin of profit necessary to life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
We c;an understand how this margin 
obtains In most commercial pursuits, 
hut when It comes to apprehending 
how the newsdealer obtains a per- 
manent checking account from the 
sale of periodicals and papers, we are 
at sea. Commodities which are 
vended, such as magazines, newspap- 
ers and hooks of frequent Issue, 
when not sold on the day, or within 
a few days, are. In most cases, a 
dead loss. 

In all other lines of commercial 
endeavor, articles not sold Imme- 
diately may he vended later, on a 
gradually descending scale of value 
proportionate to age and use. What- 
ever 8toc;k Is purcdiased may he re- 
sold to somebody at some time, if not 
at the top price then at least some- 
where within a scale from the buy- 
ing option to zero. Hut the news- 
dealer has not this advantage; if a 
newspaper or mazazine Is not sold 
before next issue of the same, its 
value drops to the price of old paper. 
The newsdealer must stand or fall 
financially by the amount ordered. 

Hence, there arc* few newsdealers 
strictly so called. The business has 
to he supported by side Issues in 
commodities which do not depre- 
ciate in value as time runs on. In- 
deed. as a matter of fact, the real 
business Is the side issue, while the 
purveying of news articles Is pure 
benevolence toward a public which 
does not realize It. It Is an accom- 
modation pure and simple which Is 
very often more costly In time, 
money and labor, than can possibly 
be offset by any iiecuniary results 
ac'hievecl. It is really altruism. In 
that a person Is afforded for a few 
cents that which they could not af- 
ford to be without. Let us have a 
bit more consideration for the news-

A PERMANENT ARMISTICE 


(Sermon preached in Eliot Church, 
.November 12. by Rev H. Grant Person 
from the text In Luke 0: 49. 50) 

([Tinted by request) 


Yesterday was .Armistice Day. 
While It has not been made a holiday 
in onr state, the Governor has asked 
ns to observe the day by reminding 
ourselves of the sacrifices that were 
made to win tho world war and by 
pledging ourselves to the principles 
for which the war was fought. It Is 
.iltogethor fitting and proper that we 
.>4hoiiId do this. 

What Is an armistice? It is a 
cessation of warfare for a time while 
an attempt is made to settle the 
matters at issue by arbitration. True 
it is that the armistice of Novemiier 
11. 1918 really amountetl to a surrender 
hccanse the terms were such that the 
tmeiny could scarcely have resumed 
fighting, hut technically an armistice 
is a prolonged truce while an honest 
attempt is made to come to an amicable 
igreement. 

We have all been disappointed in the 
results of the armistice. The adjnst- 
aients that have been made have been 
mly partially satisfactory. But wo are 
ill convinced that It is the right way 
ind ought to prevail. 

The Allies have been separated by 
petty jealousies and because they have 
not stood together ns they did in war 
we have the appalling situation in the 
.Near East, hut still. I say. this is the 
right way to settle tmr troubles. Con- 
ference and agreement and arbitration 
must take the place of armed force. 

Since the armistice was signed we 
have tried to help our enemies get on 
their feet. We realize that we defeat 
our own ends if we impose conditions 
that crush them and make it Impos- 
sil)le for them to pay the indemnity. 
We know that it will impoverish civi- 
lization if we crowd them out of their 
place in the sisterhood of nations. 
But we have done much more than 
that; wo have revealed a (’hristian 
spirit in humanitarian enterprises that 
has done much to heal the wounds 
of war. We have fed the children of 
our former enemies. We have sent 
medicine and clothing to the stricken 
areas. It is not by accldiont that 
.Armistice Day is made also the Red 
Cross Day. The Red (’ross carries to 
Europe and the Near East— the spirit 
which we would like to manifest— the 
spirit of good-will. We earnestly hope 
that the armistice of 1918 may he a 
permanent armistice while in the spirit 
of liiiman lirotherliood we learn lo live 
together as the children of a common 
Fatlior. I find myself thrilled l)y Presi- 
dent Harding’s Armistice Day message 
when he said: 

“I find a hundred thousand sorrows 
touching my heart, and there is ring- 
ing in my ears, like an admonition 
eternal, an insistent*c:ill: It must not 
he again! It must not he again! God 
grant that it will not he. and let a 
practical people join in co-operation 
with God to the end that it shall not 
be. I would not wish a nation for 
which men are not willing to fight, 
and. if need he, to die. hut I do wish 
for a nation where it is not necessary 
to ask that sacrifice. I do not protend 
that^ millennial days have come, hut 
I can believe in the possibility of a 
nation lieing so righteous as never to 
make a war of conqficst, and a nation 
so powerful in righteousness that none 
will dare to invoke lier wrath. I wish 
for us such an .-\merlca.” 

Again; we Imve just passed tliro’ 
another election. Election has the 
element of warfare in It. We have 
donliled those possiliilities of warfare 
liy our popular primaries system. 
Often the contest within a political 
party for the nomination is more hitter 
than the contest between the parties 
at election. Wlien the primaries are 
passed the dilTerent factions in a party 
get together for a love-feast where they 
kiss and make up and promise to sup- 
port the successful candidates; and 
when election is over the defeated 
party pledge.s Itself to he loyal to the 
administration and all agree to work 
together for tlie common good. 

Wliat a blessing it would he if we 
coulil he spared the warlike elomonts 
in our (‘lections! 

We all realize that opposing political 
parties are essential to a democracy, 
and no one here, I judge, doubts for 
a moment that democracy is the ideal 
form of governmenr: And It Is for 
the public good that these opposing 
parties he of about equal numerical 
strength, so that the one that Is in 
power will know that It must serve 
the commonweal or it will he quick- 
ly replaced by the other. 

But why should we have abuse and 
calumny and slander in our contests? 
To have a man elected to a high office, 
about whom things have been said, 
which, if they were true, would make 
him more fit for the state prison than 
the State House, is iiardly less than 
a calamity. It weakens the popular 
respect for one who should command 
the profound respect of the public. In 
our recent iirimary contest; one of the 
candidates for liigh office, said: “If 
the things that my opponent has said 
aliout me are true before the pri- 
maries. tliey will he equally true aher 
the primaries; and if they are true 
at either time, I am not worthy of the 
otfice for wliich I am a candidate.” It 
reminds us of Ahratiam Lincoln’s re- 
mark; that if the one-hundr(Mlth part 
of the things that had heem said about 
him were true, lie should have been 
hanged long ago. 

Six years ago one of the parties 
called from the bench of the supreme 
court of the i’niled States a man of 
large calibre to he a candidate for 
president. He made no effort to get 
the nomination. I'he offici* sought 
him. All that was as it should lie. 
But tlien he took counsel with wrong 
advisors and began to go up and down 
th(‘ eoiintry helittllng his opponent. 
He did not fit the 't'du. His jndiehil 
mind did not run in tliut track with- 
out grating. His vocahniary was on 
too higli a plane for mud slinging 
It was a sorry spectacle. What a 
niagiilllcent sigiit it would have hi>en, 
if lie had made a dignified declaration 
of prtnciplns in his speech and liad 
utterly refrained from all attack or 
innuendo! 1 lielleve the American 
peoph* ari‘ tlri'd of this sort of warfare. 
I wish we would declare a permanent 
iirmlsllci* on that type of enipalgn. We 
rliould choose onr leaders and, with 
out dragging them thro tlie mire, put 
tliem in tile places of power unsoiled. 


Still again: thcro has boon warfare 
in religion. Tho history of tho early 
(’hristian church is full of controvor-l 
sics. Battles were fought in tho nnmo' 
of the I’rlnco of Ponce. When the 
Pmteatunt Reformation had been 
snccessful, denomlnntlons were horn 
of these controversies until we have 
some luindreds of Protestant bodies 
today. The interpretation of a single 
woril was enough to create a new de- 
nomination. In fact, one of the bitter- 
est controversies in chnrch history 
was waged around a sliiglu letter — the 
letter lota of the Greek alphabet. Prom 
this controversy we got the common 
expression, “an iota’s difference.” 

That day is fast passing and has 
well-nigh gone. Once in awhile we 
hear an eclio of it but only occasion- 
ally. The last report comes from 
Philadelphia where the Presbytery 
of Philadelphia demands the removal 
of Harry Emerson Eosdlck, a Baptist 
clergyman, from the pulpit of the First 
Preshyterinn ('hureh of New A’ork. 
Wliat crime has Dr. Fo.sdlck com- 
mitted to occasion this demand? He 
lias lieen preaching to crowded con- 
gregations made np in large measure 
of students! What has he said that 
he requires silencing? He has written 
half a dozen hooks that have been 
sold by the hundreds of thousands 
thro’ which he has clarified the vision 
and anchored the faith of thousands 
of people, especially young men, as he 
has talked of “The Meaning of Prayer,” 
"The Meaning of Faith.” “The meaning j 
of Service” and “The Manhood of the. 
Master.” But just recently he has said, 
anent the Fundamentalist controversy, 
that a doctrine seems scarcely fund-l 
atiirntal to him about which Jesus! 
never breathed a word and on which ! 
Paul was silent. And that it seems! 
nothing short of tragedy to waste! 
time over such discussions when, 
the world is torn and dying. ' 
Docs it not seem like Nero fiddling 
while Rome burned for the dlf-; 
ferent branches of the Church of Christ j 
to quarrel over doctrine when the great ; 
tragic need of the world cries aloud j 
for co-operation in bringing to that 
need the healing touch of Christ I 

At the Y. M. C. A. Convention at 
Atlantifc City this week an ancient con- 
troversy is to he revived. It is known 
us the “Evangelical Test.” It is to 
appear in a new form this time. Since 
the issue is more acute in this region, 
a request is to be presented to the con- 
vention to permit the Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island associations to make 
their own test. Wliy should we not 
fellowship with all who are going our 
way? Why should we not forget our 
differences and co-operate in the things 
whore we agree and in which we can 
heartily work together? "John said. 
Master, we s.iw one casting out devils 
in thy name, and wo forbad him be- 
cause he followed not with us. Anil 
Jesus said unto him. forbid him not: 
for ho that is not against us is for us.” 

Oh for a permanent armistice in in 
tcrnational and industrial relations, in 
politics and religion, in all the realms 
of life, that we may cease to fight and 
kill and may cooperate to bring the 
healing touch of humanity for a better 
day!

mittee at Monday morning’s meeting 
of the executive board of the Newton 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. The 
movement which is being launched 
by the Newton Centre School Associa- 
tion, provides for two vacations of one 
week each in tho period after January 
1st, that is, eight weeks of school, a 
week of rest in the week of February 
22d, and another one during the week 
in which the 19th of April falls. While 
it gives two free weeks Instead of one, 
the time lost is only three additional 
days and would probably not affect 
the time of opening and closing school 
’rho cliairman of the Education com- 
mittee. Mrs. H. W. Tyler, stated that 
Mrs. Peabody declines to serve further 
upon the school committee and that 
Mrs. Maynard Hutchinson has taken 
out nomination papers to succeed her. 

Mrs. W. G. Starkweather, chairmafi 
of the Civics committee, read a letter 
from Attorney-General .1. Weston Allen 
regarding the status of bill boards in 
.Newton, about removal of which 
nothing has been done. He stated that 
a test case will soon be brought to 
the Supreme Court to decide upon the 
constitutionality of the vote to re- 
move them from certain highways in 
the city. 

Miss Calista Roy was presented to 
tell of her work as Americanization 
supervisor, and of special needs for 
which there are no funds available. 
Many of the foreign-born mothers who 
come to learn English must of neces- 
sity bring their children with them, 
so that an attendant to look after them 
is very necessary, if the women are 
to make much progress. For this pur- 
pose the board voted a contribution 
at this time of $75. 

Mrs. Abbott Rice, chairman of the 
Legislative committee, reviewed the 
work of last year and explained the 
coming City election. She also stated 
that her committee had been looking 
into the question presented to the 
Federation by .Mrs. Carrie .A. Hull of 
tlie Welfare Bureau last spring and 
referred to her committee, that of the 
giving a minor the privilege of a 
private hearing in criminal cases, even 
tliough the case is lirought in the 
regular court and not in the Juvenile 
court. Investigation seemed to show 
that such a regulation would be de- 
sirable, but it would mean the pass- 
age of a bill l)y the liegislature. The 
board voted that such a liill be drawn 
up and introduced at the proper time. 

This year’s effort for replenishing 
the Federation’s treasury will be a 
big whist party at the Newton Club, 
on Friday, December 15. tickets for 
which are in the hands of the local 
clul) members of the Philanthropic 
ciimmittee. For those who do not play 
cards there will be an author’s read- 
ing. 

At the close of the business. Col. 
.McIntyre of the Salvation Army made 
an earnest appeal for funds and for 
interest in the drive which will be 
curried on Saturday of this week.
